$321,000 TO STATE 
BY FEES DECISION 


Ex-Treasurers Must Disgorge 
‘Sums Pocketed Ilegal- 


ly, Final Ruling 
Says. 


~ 


IS VICTORY FOR DENEEN. 


Officials Who Have Served Since 


1872 and Bondsmen Are 
Held Responsible; Busse 
Alone Exempt. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., April 18.—[{Special.J]—By a 
decision of the Supreme court handed down 
today the ex-state treasurers and auditors of 
Illinois since 1872 are held liable for $321,001 
illegally taken from the treasury. Restitu- 
tion of this sum will have to be made, al- 
though it may require additional suits to 
compel it. 

By this decision Gov. Deneen is upheld in 
his contention that the former officials of 
the state had been appropriating the public 
money unlawfully, although the court does 
npt go to the full extent to which he charged 
the treasurers were liable. 

While holding that they must return the 
actual amounts which were drawn from the 
treasury illegally, the decision does not force 
the return of interest on this money. If the 
governor had been upheld in his entire con- 
tention the former officials would have been 
obliged to make restitution to the tune of 
$621,488. The court’s decision holds that they 
are accountable for interest only from 
the time the demand for the return of the 
money was made by the state, which was 
about @ year ago, and not for the entire 
period,

May Have to Sue Each One. 

The suit which was brought by Attorney 
General Stead, the defendants being repre- 
sented by former Attorney General Hamlin, 
was directed against Henry Wulff and his 
bondsmen, the late Floyd K. Whittemore of 
Springfield, to force the return of $8,812 taken 
by Mr. Wulff as treasurer in 1896-7. 

This was made a testcase. Mr. Stead won 
in the lower courts and the decision today 
confirms the decree against the ex-treasurer 


_and his bondsman, 


At one time there was an agreement be- 
tween the state and the ex-officials that the 
entire case should rest with the decision on 
this one suit, and an attempt was made to 
have the money deposited in the treasury 
conditional on the outcome. This arrange- 
ment fell through and now unless the ex- 
Officials voluntarily make restitution the 
state will be obliged to go through the for- 
mality of securing judgment against each 
individually. 


Mayor Busse Only Restituter. 


Mayor Fred A. Busse, who as state treas- 
urer in 1904-'5 was among the ex-officials 
charged with the misappropriation of funds, 
was the only one to make immediate payment 
back to the state treasurer. He returned 
$8,759.46 with the statement that the prac- 
tice, then questioned for the first time, had 
been handed down for over thirty years, that 
he found it in the office whep he took charge, 
and never gave a thought tO its possible ille- 
gality. 

As the matter stands now, Mr. Busse's 
money is the only money which is back as 
the result of the investigation and suit, but 
the remainder of the $321,001 will be coming 
in soon. 

Of the listing officials or e¢x-officials made 
Hable for the return, State Auditor James 8. 
McCullough, now In office, is the hardest hit. 
Mr. McCullough is indebted to the state in 
the sum of $33,086. | 

Charles C. Swigert, auditor tn 1882-88, now 
dead, took $43,344 from the treasury,. his 
being the largest sum, and his estate or his 
bondsmen will be held liable for that amount. 


Bondsmen Are Hardest Hit. 


The bondsmen are in worse shape than the 
officials themselves. Floyd K. Whittemore, 
who died a couple of months ago in Spring- 
field, was bondeman for nine of the officials, 
and hie estate, which has been estimated at 
a half million, will have to stand a heavy 
drain if the collection cannot be made off 
the offictals themsélves. 

Several banks also are said to have been 
interested on the bonds, and they may be 
called on to make good where the ex-officials 
cannot make payment. 

Of the ex-treasurers and auditors who are 
liable since 1872, when the funded bond law 
was passed, under which the officials took 
the fees which now they must return, Lip- 
pincott, Swigert, Rutz, Ridgway. Tanner, 
Rufus Ramsey, and Whittemore are dead, 
and others are said not to be financially re- 
sponsible at the present time. 


History of the Practice. 

The case, which has been decided adversely 
to the ex-officials, grew out of the practice 
of taking fees for handling bond issues of 
counties, towhsa, and cities registered with 
the auditor under the law passed in 1872. This 
act was designed to lend State security to a 
local bond issue and thus make it purchas- 
able. 

It required that when a municipality or tax 
levying authority registered its bonds with 
the state and gave to the state the power of

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TIRED OF “PACE” ENDS LIFE 


John Alling, After Dissipating 
_ »Fortane, Inhales Gas. 


“GOOD FELLOWS” THE CAUSE 


Board of Trade Member and Society 
Man Gives Fast Life as Undoing. 


“Too many good fellows. It has cost me 
$200,000 for a few years of fast living; It 
would cost me but 85 cents to end it all.” 

Evidently believing that in death therewas 
an enviable bargain, after speaking the above 
words, John Alling, 88 years old, member of 
a wealthy family, formerly member of the 
Chicago Stock exchange and of the Chicago 
Athletic club, and conspicuous in social and 
business circles, went to his room in the 
Hannah & Hogg hotel, 122 Clark street, and 
committed suicide by cutting deep gashes in 
his wrists, and finally turning on three gas 
jets after seeing that he had made a bungie 
out of the first attempt. 

It was one of his friends whois said to have 
accompanied him on the evening before that 
found the body. He was H. J. Kendig, an 
attorney, 100 Washington street. The in- 
quest, which readily found a verdict of sul- 
cide, was held by Deputy Coroner Herrmann 
at the Ralston undertaking rooms, 872 Wa- 
bash avenue, in the afternoon. 

One of the witnesses was ex-Ald. Charies 
Alling of the Second ward, an attorney at 
100 Washington street, who is & cousin of the 
deceased. An uncle, 8S. H. Crane, 3063 Ellis 
avenue, also attended the inquest. His sis- 
ters, Miss Elizabeth C. Alling and Mrs. Carl 
Keith, daughter-in-law of the late Elbridge 
G. Keith, were so overcome by the news that 
they were unable to attend the inquest. 


Son of John Alling. 


John Alling was te only son of John Alling, 
who, prior to his death in 1900, was head of 
the wholesale hardware firm of John Alling & 
Co., 53-55 Lake street. Formerly the firm 
was Markley & Alling. The business was sold 
to Hibbard, Spencer. Bartlett & Co. 

The son for a time was engaged in the hard- 
ware business, but for several years prior to 
his father’s death he dealt in stocks, and be- 
came a member of the stock exchange. Upon 
his father’s death he became heir to about 
$200,000 worth of property. 

Relatives say he spent his money lavishly 
and met business reverses. Considerable tes- 
timony was introduced at the inquest to show 
that at the time of his death he was finan- 
cially embarrassed. Apparently all the 
money he possessed was the §2.75 found in 
his pockets. Even the valuable gold watch 
left to him by his father was missing. It may 
have been pawned, or might be tn his safety 
deposit box, the keys for which were found 


in his trunk. : 
Was Divorced a Year Ago. 
In 1002 Mr. Alling was married to Miss 


Cora Lawrence, daughter of a wealthy real. 


estate holder of Saginaw, Mich., after a 
romantic courtship of two months. They 
first met at @ summer resort. A year ago Mr. 
Alling obtained a divorce in the Chicago 
courts, on the grounds of desertion, it js said 
with Mra. Alling’s consent. After ths mar- 
riage they lived at 135 Lincoln Park boule- 
vard, and later in Oak street. 

While Mr. Alfing was liberal, which is 
responsible for the dissipation of the greater 
portion of his fortune, he lost Leavily in 
business ventures, the latest of which was as 
a partner in Whipple & Co., stock exchange 
operators. It failed three years ago. since 
then Mr. Alling while in Chicago has been 
in’ the employ of various brokerage firms. 
Until his death he was with C. A. Fiaskell & 
Co. in the Boriand biock. 

“Mr, Alling was much appreciated here,” 
sald Mr. Haskell. “ I was astounded to hear 
of his death. He has been Well known to the 
men on the stock exchange for the last ten 
years, and had many friends. If he had any 


bad habits I knew nothing about them. He 
attended to business.”’ 
Mystery Surrounds Motive. 
Considerable mystery surrounds the death 


| of the young man in that the exact motive, 


further than might be judged from the last 
words he was heard to spéak, is speculation. 
He left no note or letter Indicating his in- 
tentions. The theory that he might have 
met with foul play was investigated by the 
coroner's officer. 

Concerning the death T. A. McDermott, 
proprietor of the hotel, said: 

“John came in pretty late last night and 
said to me: ‘ O, Mac, I’ve been having a buily 
time, but I am sick of it. I wish I could cut 
it out.’ 

“ “Well, that would be a good idea, Jack,’ 
I said. *‘ After you have a good night’s sleep 
you'll feel better.” I noticed he had been 
dririking heavily for the last week.”’ 

Alling responded with the remark that he 
could “end it all’’ for 35 cents, and retired 
to his room. 

“TI suppose he meant that he could buy 
one of those vials of dope for 35 cents,’ said 
Mr. McDermott. “He was addicted to taking 
a sort of chloral drug. Only last winter he 
was sent to Wyoming that he might break 
the habit. He got back here on Jan 17, look- 
ing like a new man, and boasting over his In- 
tention to ‘cut out the booge and the good 
fellows.’ 

“ A week ago I noticed that he was back 
in his old habits again. The conditions in his 
room showed that after taking the drug he 
had gashed his wrists. He must have bled 
for some time, and then turned on the gas, 
after stuffing his nightgown in the cracks 
about the door. Pools of blood were every- 
where about the room.” 


Cousin Shocked at Act. « 


* Jack’s suicide is not a great surprise to 
me, although it is a terrible blow to us all,’’ 
eaid his cousin, ex-Ald. Charles Alling. 
*“ Poor Jack. A young man never started out 
in life with brighter prospécts. He was a 
young man of high sensibilities He simply 
came to the realization that he had been 
tried in the fight against fast living and had 
been defeated. His sisters were devoted to 
him. He never could have wanted for any- 
thing. He seemed to hold them in the great- 
est affection. I saw him about eight days 
ago. He looked the picture of health after 
his Wyoming trip.’’ 

The funeral service will be today at the 
residence of Simeon H. Crane, 3963 Ellis ave- 
nue. The Rev. Dr. Morison of the First Pres- 
byterian church, of which the deceased had 
been a member since boyhood, will conduct 
the service. The pall bearers will be mem- 
bers of the stock exchange. Interment will 


be at Oakwoods.

FIGHT FOR SMITH MILLIONS? 


Will Contest Expeeted Over $55,- 
000,000 Left by New Yorker. 


RELATIVES IN EVANSTON. 


Mother and Sisters of Man, Who Died 
on Honeymoon, to Share Wealth. 


New York, April 19.—The Herald this morn- 
ing says: Mysterious in death as he was 
in lite, Jarnes Henry Smith left a fortune of 
$50,000,000 or $75,000,000, for a portion of 
which a contest may be entered by one or 
more of his near relatives. There are fre- 
quent and persistent reports of a fight in the 
courts, but close personal friends express 
the belief that Mr. Smith pfrtitioned his 
great fortune so fairly that his relatives will 
find no grounds for contest. 

One sister of whom the world has known, 
Lady Mary Cooper of London, leaves today . 
for New York with her husband, Sir George 
Cooper. They will meet the body of Mr. 
Smith when it reaches Chicago from the 
orient, where Mr. Smith died while on a 
honeymoon trip around the world with his 
bride of a few months. 

Mother Lives in Evanston. 
James Henry Smith, known in Wall street 


inherited about $55,000,000 eight years ago 
from a.relative who has been spoken of as 
his uncle, but who was his father’s cousin. 
This will be the first intimation that many of 
his closest friends will have that his mother 
still lives and that he left a brother and sie- 
ters and nephews and nieces and other rela- 
tives. 

His mother, Mrs. Beatrice Smith, now 80 
years old, is living at 1220 Ridge avenue, 
Evanston, Ill, and, although she feels the 
infirmities of age, she is still a well pre- 
served woman, strong and sturdy, though 
bowed with grief because of the unexpected 
death of her som It had been. the intention 
of Mr. Smith to present his bride to his 
mother for the first time on their return from 
the east. Sir George and Lady Cooper had 
planned to be in Evanston at the same time 
and there was to have been @ family re- 
union and a quiet celebration. 

Two Sisters Also There.

NO CERTIFICATES 


Vision of Raising $75,000,000 
for Chicago to Go Into 
Street Car Business 
Is Blasted. 


BOND LIMIT FORBIDS IT. 


Issue Which Dunne Was Going 
to Float as Basis for His 
Pet Project is 


Illegal. 


‘OTHER WAYS SEEM CLOSED. 


Present Ordinance in All Other Re- 
spects Remains Intact; May . 
Ask a Rehear- 
ing. 


The Supreme court of Illinois yesterday 
administered what will be generally regarded 
as a death blow to municipal ownership ef 
street car lines in Chicago. At least, as one 
facetious punster put it, “it knocked fhe 
eye out of I. M. OO.” | 

There are contingencies under wich mu- 
nicipal ownership is yet possible, but the 
time when they could be worked out is so 
remote that even ex-Mayor Dunne would not 
call it “ imniediate.” 

The decision was the long awaited word in 
the case which challeneged the legality of 
the $75,000,000 worth of Mueller law cer- 
tificates which the Dunne faction desired to 
issue. The Supreme court decided against 
the certificates. In doing so it practically 
made the law itself inoperative. 

The Mueller law still stands intact, but the 
means of putting it into effect, so far as Chi- 
cago is concerned, have been taken awey 
from it. The city may own and operate street 
car lines if it ever shall want to, but the 
method of getting the money with which to 
buy or build them has been taken away 
from it. : 


Certificates Are Held Invalid. 


The proposed certificates were declared in- 
valid by the court for the reason that they 
would’ be an addition to the bonded indebted 


ness of Chicago and this city is already fully Us 
up to its constitutional limit. The constitu- ~ 


tion provides that no municipality in Ilinois 


shall go into debt in excess of 5 per cent of the 


value of its assessed property, and Chicago ig 
already well up to that limit. 

The decision basis this conclusion on the 
finding that the certificates are a mortgage 
not only on what street car Pprop- 
erties the city might acquire under 
them but on the streets of the 
city as well. The Mueller law provides that 
in case there is a default in the payment of 
the principal or interest of these certificates 
the owners of the properties on foreclosure 
would not only acquire them but also « 
twenty year franchise to operate would go 
with them. This the court holds cannot be 
done. ' 

Other defects are found in the ce ficates, 
and incidentally the court finds fault with the 
legislature for passing the Mueller law.in 
the form it did, intimating it was a kind of 
confidence game on the public. 


Three Alternatives Presented. — 

As the case stands now, the project fer 
municipal ownership of street car lines in 
Chicago reduces itself to these alternatives: 


t The city can pay all of its outstanding 
bonds so as to leave a clear field for the issuance 
of bonds to buy street car lines with. At this 
it could not issue more than $30,000,000 of 
bonds, and a traction system covering the en<« 
tire city of course could not be built or boughs 
for this. 

8. It can save up the 55 per cent of the net 

' recelpts of the companies which it will recetve 
under the recently adopted ordinances, putting 
it in a sinking fund and allowing it to lle at 
compound interest until the total amounts ‘te 
enough to buy or build a system of its own. 
This would mean @ wait of many years, even 
granting that the present arrangement yields 
the city $1,500,000 a year. 

8. It can take what little money it can 
raise within a comparatively short time and 
take over some small line—the Adams street 
one for Instance—and with it as a starter extend 
it until it takes in the entire city, using the 
profits of the line and whatever extra money 
it may have to spare for the extensions, 


Knocks Out Dunne’s Plan. 

The decision makes short work of ex-Mayee 
Dunne’s plan—advocated strenuously during 
the recent campaign—to acquire immediate 
possession of the street car properties by con- 
demnation proceedings. Neither a municipal 
nor any other corporation can conéemn prop- 
erty without the cash in hand to pay for them, 
and the invalidation of the Mueller law cer- 
tificates takes it out of the power of the city 
to raise the money. 

While the decision does not affect the le- 
gality of the traction ordinances recently 
passed by the council and approved by the 
people, it has a marked effect upon them. 

It makes them practically a twenty year 
permit to run unless somebody is willing to 
come in and pay a bonus of 20 per cent on 
the investment and the city sanctions the 
purchase. 

At the end of twenty years the city can anu- 
thorize an outside corporation to yome in 
and buy the properties at cost. 


Money Can’t Be Borrowed. 
The provision allowing the city to purchase 


the street car properties on six months’ 
notice any year during the twenty  atilil 
stands. The Supreme court has not taken 


away from the city the right to purchase . 


and even operate if the citizens so vote. 


But tn taking away from the city the right - 
to issue the certificates provided for in the 
Muélier law it has deprived it of all chance - 


of raising the money to purchase with, and 
so the right of purchase is an empty che, — 
The alternative the city now has, in cage

dinances provide that for twenty years such 
@ company must pay 20 per cent more than 
the city would have to pay if it purchased. 
The likelihood of any corporation being 
formed for such a purpose under such condi 
tions is not now seriously considered. 


._ Rehearing to Be Asked For. 
That @ motion for a rehearing will be made 
and an attempt made to reverse the decision 
of the court was announced in Springfield 
last evening. The matter is in the hands of 
‘ Walter L. Fisher, special traction counsel 
for Mayor Busse, and his advice will be fol- 
lowed. Mr. Fisher is a long way from being 
satisfied with the decision and naturally 
thinks it can be changed on a fuller and fur- 
ther hearing. He will consult with Corpora- 
tion Counsel Brundage about the matter as 
- goon as possible, but the matter will be left 
by Mr. Brundage entirely in Mr. Fisher’s 
hands. 

As for Mayor Busse, he is disposed to leave 
the ease entirely with his legal department. 
He is more interested in other and what 
he considers more materia) things than mu- 
nicipal ownership and will not interfere one 
way or the other. He did not run on @ mu- 
nicipal ownership platform or make any 
pledges for or against municipal ownership 
@uring his campaign and is in a perfectly 
neutral position. , 

Might Form Licensed Company. 

The most serious objections raised by the 
@ivocates of municipal ownership to the 
decision is that it, in effect, takes away from 
the city the power to purchase from the pres- 


ent companies on six months’ notice at cost. 
This it was held would not only act as a 
check on the companies but alsd would allow 
the city to embark in the street car business 
any time it wants to. 
The only alternative now left, outside of 
- the purchase by a licensee company for its 
@wn profit and on the payment of a 20 per 
oent bonus, is the formation of a company 
which is willing to buy the properties for the 
city’s profit. There is a provision in the or- 
@inances allowing the formation of a com- 
pany which can buy the properties on the 
terms the city: can, providing it is 
ng to be satisfied with a 5 per cent re- 
turn on its investment and will agree to turn 
over all profits exceeding this sum to the city. 
Such /a company would have to raise all of 
its money through paid up stock, and the 5 
per cent constitutes the limit of dividends on 
the stock. Any bonds which might be issued 
would carry at least 5 per cent dividends with 
them, and this would use up all the profits 
c the company.

“O course, we can save up the compensa~ 
tion We will receive from the companies 
under the existing ordinances, place. it ima 
sinking fund at compound interest, and wait 
until we get money enough to embark in the 
street car business.

“Sound Law,” Says J. P. Wilson. 
John P. Wilson, general counsel for the 
City railway, received a report of the opinion 
early in the afternoon from a friend in 
Springfield. 
“ The decision is sound law,” he said. “ It 
may be extremely disappointing to the city, 
but the decision, in my opinion, could not be 
otherwise. There is no remedy for the sit- 
uation, so far as I can see. It would be 
impossible to issue the certificates without 
a franchise behind them to give them value, 
and as such they would constitute a part of 
the .city’s indebtedness, the limit of which 
cannot. be exceeded. 
“The decision will not affect the settle- 
ment of the present street car question. The 
ordinances providing for rehabilitation of the 
lines and a partnership between the com- 
panies and the city in the operation of the 
roads remain as contracts. Chicago will get 
an up to date street car system, and only the 
power to purchase the properties is affected.” 
Receiver Blair Is Pleased. 
Henry A. Blair, receiver of the north and 
west companies underlying the Union Trac- 
tion company, was pleased with the news. 
‘“‘ We shall now be able to give theory a rest 
and practice a chance,” he said. ‘“‘ The ac- 
ceptance of the ordinances will not be en- 
dangered by the decision and Chicago will 
be given a first class street car system. The 
advantages which the city derives from the 
ordinances will remain intact.”’ 
General Counsel W. W. Gurley of the Union 
Traction company declined to discuss the 
decision until he is able to study its content. 


Col. Lewis Is. Grieved. 


Former Corporation Counsel J. Hamilton 
Lewis was found at the Iroquois club. He 
was feeling rather worked up over the deci- 
sion. 
“This decision is the death knell of im- 
mediate municipal ownership,’’ he said ** The 
city can obtain the street railroad proper~- 
ties in but two ways. One, the purchase by 
a cash payment, is impossible .as the city 
is in debt. The other, the purchase on time, 
giving the properties as security, the court 
holds cannot be done. 
“The street car ordinances lately passed 
and approved by the voters become now ab- 
solute franchise grants. The condition in the 
ordinances that the city ultimately should 
take over the properties is based only on the 
assumption that such could be done under 
the terms of the Mueller law. With the law 
now dead the conditions to the ordinances 
fall of their own weight. 
“The only thing now to be done ig for the 
legislature to provide an original method in 
the new charter for increasing the limit of 
the city’s indebtedness so as to make it pos- 
sible. to purchase the street railways on 
credit. This the legislature will not do. 
‘‘ The regrettable thing is that the decision 
puts the traction companieg,back into poll- 
tics. It will now be contended that the fran- 
chise which the companies get under the or- 
dinances becomes absolute, whereas the in- 
tention was only to make it conditional and 
temporary. I fear the next fight will be to 
try to empower the city council in some 
way either to amend or repeal the ordinances 
eee that they now give what was 
not intended at the time of passage. The 
final result, in my opinion, is the immediate 
death of immediate municipal ownership.”’ 


Ald. Dever Is Disappointed. 


Ald. William E. Dever, who was 4 con- 
sistent municipal ownerite throughout the 
progress of the negotiations with the com- 
panies, took a similarly sad view of the sit- 
uation. 

“ This is a great disappointment,”’ he said. 
“It puts an end to municipal ownership until

What the Law Provides. 

The.Mueller law provides that évery city 
in thie state im which the law isin force shall 
have the power to own, construct, acquire, 
purchase, maintain, and operate street rail- 
ways within its corporate limits and to Tease 
the same or any: part thereof to any com- 
pany incorporated under the laws of this 
state for the purpose of operating street rail- 
waye for any period not longer than twenty 
years on such terms and conditions as the 
city council shall deem for the best intereste 
of the public, but that no city shall proceed 
to operate street, railways unless the propo- 
sition to operate shall first have been sub- 
mitted to the electors of such city as a sep- 
arate proposition and approved by three- 
fifths of the voters voting thereon. 

On April 3, 1906, the proposition to operate 
street railways in the city of Chicago was 
submitted to the electors of gaid city and was 
defeated. f4 

If the city of Chicago therefore should 
construct or acquire the street railways of the 
city of Chicago through the fesue of said 
$75,000,000 street railway certificates it would 
necessarily have to lease the same to some 
corporation incorporated under the laws of 
this state for the purpose of operating street 
railways, which leage could not be for a 
longer period than twenty years. 

The act also provides that no ordinance 
authorizing a lease for a longer period than 
five years nor any ordinance renewing any 
lease shall’go into effect until the expiration 
of sixty days from and after ite passage, and 
if, within such sixty days, there is filed with 
the city clerk of said city a petition, signed 
by 10 per cent of the voters voting at the last 
preceding election for mayor in said city, ask- 
ing that such ordinance be submitted to a 
popular vote then such ordinance shall not 
go into effect unless the question of the 
a@option of such ordinance shall first be sub- 
mitted to the electors of such city and ap- 
proved by a majority of those voting there- 


on. - 
Two Ways of Raising Funds. 


Two methods are provided by the act for 
obtaining funds with which to acquire and 
equip street railways. 

First, any city in which the act Is in force 
may borrow money and issue its negotiable 
bonds therefor, pledging the faith and credit 
of the city unless the proposition to issue the 
same shall first hawe been submitted to the 
electors of such city and approved by two- 
thirds of those voting thereon, nor in any 
amount in excess of the cost tothe city of the 
property for which said bonds are issued, 
ascertained 10 per cent of such cost in.addi- 
tion thereto. 

Secondly, by the issue of street railway cer- 
tificates, the issue of which certificates is 
regulated and controlled’by section 2 of the 
act, which réadé as follows: 

Sec. 2. In lieu of issuing bonds pledging the faith 
and credit of the city, as provided for in section 1 
of this act, any city may issue and dispose of in- 
terest bearing certificates, to be known as street 
railway certificates, which shall, under no circum- 
stances, be or become an obligation or lability of 
the city or payable out of any general fund thereof, 
but shall be payable solely out of a specified portion 
of the revenues or income to be derived from the 
street railway property for the acquisition of which 
they were issued. 

Such certificates shall not be issued and secured 
on any street railway property in amount in ex- 
cess of the cost to the city of such property as here- 
inbefore -provided, and tem (10) per cent of such 
cost in addition thereto. 


Security for Certificates. 


In order to secure the payment of any such street 
railway certificates and the interest thereon the 
city may convey, by way of mortgage or deed of 
trust, any or all of the street railway property 
acquired through the issue thereof, which mort- 
gage or deed of trust shall be executed in such 
manner as may be directed by’ the city council 
and acknowledged and recorded in the manner

Constitution Is. Plain. 

In Law vs. people, 87 Ill, 385, on page 396, 
it was said: “ The clear and unmistakable 
purpose of the framers of the organic law, 
by inserting this provision, was to effectually 
protect persons residing in municipalities 
from ‘the abuse of their credit, and the con- 
sequent’ oppression of burdensome, if not 
ruinous,.taxation."’ 

In the case of the city of Springfield vs. Ed- 
wards; 84 I1l., 626, on page 682, the court said: 

The prohibition is against becoming indebted— 
that is, voluntarily incyrring a legal liability to 
pay, ‘“‘ in any manner or for any purpose,’’ whena 
given amount of indebtedness has previously been 


And the court in the same opinion defined 
the character of the indebtedness which the 
constitutional provision was intended to 
cover. It was there said (page 622): 


a debt than if payable presently; and a debt 
payable upon a contingency, as upon the happening 
of some event, such as the rendering of a service 
or the delivery of property, etc., is some kind of a 
debt, and therefore within the prohibition. If a 
contract or undertaking contemplates, in any con- 
tingency, a lability to pay, when the contingency 
occurs the liability is absolute—the debt exists— 
and it differs from a present, unqualified promise 
to pay only in the Manner by which the indebted- 
nes was incurred; and, since thé purpose of the 
debt. is expressly excluded from ‘consideration, it 
can make no @ifference whether the debt be for 
necessary current expenses or for something else. 


Are the Certificates a Debt? 

The doctrine of these cases has been fre- 
quently approved by this court. Howell vs. 
city of Peoria, 90, 111, 104; Culbertson vs. 
city of Fulton, 127 id. 30; Prince vs. city 
of Quincy, 128 id. 448; city of Chicago vs. 
McDonald, 176 id. 104. And in this cage 
there could be no reasonable ground for con- 
tention that the street railway certificates 
which the statute provides may be issued 
with which to obtain fugds for the purchase 
or construction of .street railways would. 
when issued and negotiated, not be the debts 
of the city issuing them, were it not for 
the provision found in the statute, 
which provision has also, in substance, 
been incorporated in the ordinance of Jam 
18, and the certificates and trust \deed, or 
mortgage,that such street railway certificates 
shall “under no circumstances be or become 
an obligation or Mability of the city, or pay- 
able out of any general fund thereof, but 
shall be payable solely out of a specified 
portion of the revenues or income to be de- 
rived’ from the street railway property for 
the acquisition of which they were issued.”’ 

It was, however, held in city of Joliet vs. 
Alexander, 194 Ill., 457, on page 462: 

It is not essential that there should be a right of 
action on the certificates against the city in order 
to constitute a debt, where its money or property

within the constitutional prohibition. ; 

In the Alexander cage the city of Joliet had 
@ water works system. It was indebted up 
to. the constitutional limit, and in order to ex- 
tend its water works system it sought by 
mortgage to pledge the income of the existing 
water works system and that of the exten- 
sion, and it was held that the certificates 
thus sought to be secured created a debt 
within the constitutional inhibition. 

In the other case the city of East Moline 
wag indebted to the full amount of 5 per 
cemt of its assessed valuation, as provided 
in the constitution. It sought to issue $35,000 
in bonds with which to erect a water works 
system and to provide a tax levy of not 
more than 1 cent on the dollar annually on 


all property within the corporate limits of f 


the village for a period of fifteen years, to 
be. used in payment of said bonds. . The court 
said (page 398): 

In the case at bar it is manifest that if nothing 
but the income from the water works was pledged 
or could be reached to satisfy the principal and in- 
terest of the bonds the case would be within the 
meaning of the language last quoted (the lan- 
guage of the Alexander case), but here revenue of 
the village, to, be obtained by general taxation to 
the extent of 1 cent on the dollar of taxabies, must 
be applied to the payment of this indebtedness if 
the income from the water works proves insuffi- 
cient to satisfy it. 


Law Is Well Settled. 

The law is. well settled in: this state that 
a city has a property right in streets—that 
it usually holds the fee; and it has been held 
that the city may grant a freehold in its 
streets to a street railway company to ena- 
ble it to operate its street car lines thereon. 
In the cage of the Village of Harlem vs. Sub- 
urban railroad company, 198 Ill. 337, the rail- 
road company filed a bill permanently to en- 
join thé village from forfeiting its rights to 
maintain and operate its railroad in two of 
the streets of the village. The claim of the 
railroad company was that the village had 
granted it a perpetual easement in its streets, 
which grant was denied by the village, and 
it was held a freehold was involved. 

In city of Chicago vs. Baer, 41 Ill., 306, cer- 
tain property owners attacked a special ae- 
sessment on the ground the North Chicago 
City railway company’s property in the street 
to be improved was not assessed. The court, 
on page 312, said: 

Now, it is true, as urged by counsel, that the 
railway company hag not become the owner of any 
portion of these streets in fee, but it has cer- 
tainly, through its charter from the legislature 
and its contract with the city, acquired a prop- 
erty in them of the most valuable character, which 
neither the legislature nor the city can take away 
without the consent of the company, and capable, 
like other property, of being sold and conveyed. 

- « « It. is wholly unnecessary -to define, 
for the purposes of this case, what is the 
precise extent or nature of its property. 
Certain it is that thie railway company has a 
franchise appurtenant to this street; that through 
this franchise it has a right of occupancy in a 
portion of the street peculiar to itself, and so far 
as may be necessary to run its cars, exclusive; + 
that this right of occupancy is secured for a long 
term of years; that this franchise and this right 
of occupancy together constitute a property fixed 
and immovable in its character, like realty, and 
recognized and protected by the law as fully as 
a fee simple in land; that this property is of 
a character to be substantially and directly bene- 
fited by the proposed pavement, that in propor- 
tion as it is thus benefited it should contribute 
its share to the cost of the improvement in common 
with the other property upon the street. 


Cicero. Case Is Cited. 

In Cicero and. Proviso street railway com- 
pany vs. city of Chicago, 176 IMinois, W1, on 
page 504, the court said: 

It is true that the street railway company did 
not acquire the fee in the street. but by the ordi- 
nace the street railway company obained the 
right to occupy and use the street for a period of 


twenty years. Under that grant it took posses- 
sion of the street, constructed a roadbed, laid down

It is aleo urged that, even though the city

‘cago, 215 Illinois 604.) In the case at bar, 
however, the city does not propose to grant 
the use of its streets as a gratuity, but to 
mortgage it for a period of twenty years to 
gecure the payment of the street railway 
certificates sought to be issued, and, as we 
have seen, the right which the certificate 
holder acquires through the trust deed or 
mortgage is a valuable right, and fs upon 
property other than that which the money 
which he paid for the street railway certifi- 
cates of the elty purchased, whereby he has 
acquired a security upon more property than 
the money paid for the certificates has pur- 
chased. We do not think the reasoning in 
the Roby case applies to a case like this. 


Why Issue Would Be Illegal. 

We have viewed the question here raised 
from all standpoints, and have been forced 
to the conclusion if the Alexander and Pope 
cases are right on principle, as we think they, 
are, that the trust deed.or mortgage which 
the city of Chicago is authorized by the or- 
dinances of Jan. 18 and, May 28 to execute 
to secure said $75,000,000 in street railway 
certificates upon the right to operate street 
railways in the streets of said city for the 
period of twenty years after the date of fore- 
closure sale under said trust deed or mort- 
gage, is something more than a purchase 
money mortgage; that the purchaser at a

Former Opinions Ignored.

‘*Tt ig not -up to me,” he said. ‘“ The Dill 
was drawn by lawyers who said it wae all 
right and I presented it as they gave it to me, 
They were all advocates of municipal owner- 
ship and if the bill is bad it is their fault and 
not mine.’’ 

Municipal Ownership Must Wait. 
Ald. Milton J. Foreman, chairman of the 
local transportation committee, who was in 
Springfield when the decision was announced, 
said: 

“The decision simply means, as I under- 

stand it, that if Chicago wants to undertake 

the municipal ownership of street cars it 

will be obliged to get money for the purchase 

of the lines just as it would get money for 

any other municipal undertaking and will 

have to wait until it can raise the funds by 

bond issues within the constitutional bond 

limitation. The decision will have no effect 

on the present ordinances, and their service 

requirements, which I consider their most 

important points, remain unimpaired. To 

enforce these requirements the city still has 

the power of transferring the properties 

either to a company which will be willing to: 
pay the 20 per cent bonus or to a ‘pro bono 

publico’ corporation. These two provisions 
will enable the city still to hold the present 
companies to the high standard of service 
propoged in the ordifiances. As for munici- 

pal ownership, it will have to wait.”’ 


Rehabilitation to Go On. 


Ald, Frank I. Bennett, chairman of the city 
finance committee, also in Springfield, said: 

“From the account of the decision which 
I have had I should say there will be no ob- 
stacle in it to the rehabilitation of the street 
car systems, and that it will have no effect 
om the settlement ordinances. On the other 
hand, it certainly defers municipal owner- 
ship to some time in the future when, by 
constitutional change or otherwise, Chicago 
can issue sufficient bonds to purchase.”’ 

Ald. Charles Werno,. who was chairman 
of the local transportation committee under 
the Dunne administration, said: 

“The prospects for municipal ownership 
certainly are less bright than they have been, 
and the accomplishment of municipal owner- 
ship plans seems to be deferred until thecity 
can carry them out by a bond issue within 
the constitutional limitation. I carmot see 
any way in which the settlement ordinances 
can be affected.”’ 

Representative David Shanahan, chairman 
of the house appropriations committee, one 
of the men who fought the Mueller bill four 
years ago, said in Springfield: 

“ Seemingly the Supreme court has proved 
that the men who four yeafs ago said these 
Mueller certificates would be a lien on city 
property were not liars. We who opposed 
the bill said on the floor of the house that 
the indebtedness would fall within the con- 
stitutional prohibition, and now it seems that 
we were right.” Me 

Representative Cicero J. Lindly, chairman 
of the house steering committee, who fought 
the bill four years ago, said: 

“I wonder if Chicago is willing to agree 
now that we were right.” 


LANGUAGE OF THE DECISION. 


Opinion by Which Supreme Court 
Knocks Out the Famous I. M. O. 
Certificate Plan. : 


Springfield, Ill., April 18.—[Special.}—The 
Mueller law decision, which was delivered by 
Justice Hand today, is as follows:

of the city of Chicago, for and on behalf of 
themselves and all others, citizens and tax- 
payers, of the city of Chicago who might 
choose to become parties to the said bill, in 
the Circuit court of Cook county, ‘against 
the city of Chicago, Edward F. Dunne, mayor 
of said city, L. BE.

Any such mortgage or deed of trust must carry the 
grant of privilege or right to maintain and oper- 
ate the street railway property: covered thereby 
for a period not exceeding twenty (20) years from 
and after the date such property may come into 
the possession of any person or corporation as 
the result of foreclosure proceedings, which priv- 
llege or right may fix the rates of fare which the 
person or corporation securing the same as the 
result of foreclosure proceedings shall be en- 
titled to charge in the operation of said property 
for a period not exceeding twenty (20) years. 


Mortgage May Be Foreclosed. 

Whenever, and as often as default shall be made 
in the payment of any street railway certificates 
and secured by a mortgage or deed of trust, as 
aforesaid, or in the payment of the interest there- 
on when due, and any such default shall have con- 
tinued for the space of twelve [12] mdanths, after 
notice thereof has been given to the mayor and 
financial officer of the city issuing such certificates, 
it shall be lawful for any such mortgagee or trustee, 
upon the request of the holder or Holders of a 
majority in amount of the certificates issued and 
outstanding under such mortgage or deed of trust, 
to declare the whole of the principal of all such 
certificates as may be outstanding, to be at once 
due and payable, and to proceed to foreclose such 
mortgage or deed of trust in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction. 

At a foreclosure sale, the mortgagee or the 
holders of such certificates may become the pur- 
chaser or purchasers of the property and the 
rights. and privileges sold, if he or they be the 
highest bidders. Any street railways acquired 
under any such foreclosure shall be sub y.ct to 
regulation by the corporate authorities uf the 
city to the same extent as if the rignt to construct, 
maintain, and operate such property had been 
acquired through a direct grant without the in- 
tervention of foreclosure proceedings; provided, 
however, that no street railway certificates or 
mortgage shall ever be issued by any city under 
the provisions of this act unless and. until the 
question of adoption of the ordinance of the cliy 
council making provision for the issue thereof shall 
frst have been submitted to a popular vote and 
approved by a majority of the qualified voters 
of the city voting upon such. question. 

The council ordinance of Jan. 18, 
1906, as supplemented by the ordi- 
nance of May 28, 1906, makes pro- 
vision for the printing and _ issuing 
of the street railway certihcates of the city 
of Chicago to the amount of $75,000,000. The 
ordinance of Jan. 18 contains blank forms of 
| the street railway certificates which are to be 
issued and the trust deed or mortgage which 
is to be executed to secure their payment. 


Quotes from Later Ordinance. 

Then the court quotes the modifications 
made in the certificates by the ordinance of 
May 28 and the wording of the mortgage 
which it is sought to spread on any street car 
properties to be acquired by the sale of these 
certificates, italicizing article 5, which reads: 

“In, the event that this trust deed shall 
be foreclosed by reason of any of the de- 
faults hereinbefore declared to be a cause 
for foreclosure, there shall be a sale of all 
the property, both real and personal, and 
rights and franchises hereby mortgaged, and 
then and in such event the title to all the 
property hereby mortgaged, both real and 
personal (exclusive of franchise and operat- 
ing rights), shall vest in the purchaser at 
such foreclosure sale, and the purchaser at 
such. foreclosure sale, in addition thereto, 
shall have the right to construct, maintain, 
and operate the said street railways, prop- 
erty, 
gaged, durine the period of twenty years 
from and after the date of such sale, sub- 
ject to all of the requirements in the general 
ordinances of the City of Chicago and sub- 
ject to the control and regulation of the 
corporate authorities of said City of Chi- 
cago, to the same extent as if said property 
had been obtained through direct grant, 
without the intervention of foreclosure pro- 
ceedings, it being clearly understood that the 
control, and regulation of the authorities of 
the said City of Chicago shall extend to the 
reasonable regulation, from time to time dur- 
ing said period of twenty years, of rates of 
fare to be charged in the operation of said 
street railway property. as well as all other 
matters that would be subject to such control 
and regulation if said property had been 6b- 
tained through direct grant.”’ 


Size of Chicago’s Debt. 
It is averred in the bill that the total as- 
sessed valuation of all the taxable property 
in said city of Chicago, as shown by the 
equalized assessment for state and county 
taxes for the year 1905, was the sum of $407,- 
991,625, and that the then total indebtedness 
of the city was the sum of

no liability resting upon the city to pay said

If all that is proposed to be done in this case 
is to pledge the property and its income which 
is purchased with the proceeds of said street 
railway certificates when issued and sold to 
secure the payment of said certificates, then, 
under the doctrine of Winston vs. Spokane, 
41 Pac., Rep. 888, which hag been approved in 
the City of Joliet vs. Alexander and in Village 
of East Moline vs. Pope, supg, there would 
be no indebtedness, within the constitutional 
inhibition, created by the issue and sale of 
said street railway certificates and the execu- 
tion of said trust deed or mortgage, as against 
the city. 

Is There Other Security? 


If, however, the property to be acquired 
with the fund obtained from the issue and 
sale of said street railway certificates is all 
the property that is to be pledged or mort- 
gaged to secure the payment of the certifi- 
cates, what will be purchased with that fund? 
Clearly, not the streets of the city of Chicago 
on which the street car lines are to be laid, and 
upon which they will be operated, for the ob- 
vious reason that the title to these streets 
and the right to control them were vested in 
the city prior to the issue and sale of said 
street railway certificates. 

It is clear that the funds derived from the 
issue and sale of said street railway certifi- 
cates will be used for equipment and con- 
struction, such as rails, cars, poles, wires, 
electric appliances, buildings, labor in lay- 
ing of track, erecting buildings, etc., and we 
think it equally clear that a trust deed or 
mortgage covering only such equipment, 
when constructed, would afford full and ad- 
equate security for the repayment of the 
fund received by the city from the sale of 
said street railway certificates. This was 
well understood by the general assembly 
when it pased the Mueller law, and by the 
city of Chicago when it enacted the ordi- 
nance of Jan. 18, as by the Mueller law it 
was provided: 

In order to secure the payment of any such street 
railway certificates and the interest thereon, the 
city may convey, by way of mortgage or deed of 
trust, any or all of the street railway property 
Y acquired or to be acquired through the issue 
thereof, which mortgage or deed of trust shall be 
executed in such manner as may be directed by 
the city counc!ll and acknowledged and recorded in 
the manner provided by law for the acknowledg- 
ment and recording of mortgages of real estate, 
and may contain such provisions of this act as may 
be deemed necessary to fully secure the payment of 
the street railway certificates described therein. 
Any such mortgage or deed of trust may carry the 
grant of a privilege or right to maintain and op- 
erate the street railway property covered tReréby, 
for a period not exceeding twenty [20] years from 
and after the date such property may come into the 
possession of any person or corporation as the re- 
it of foreclosure proceedings; which privilege or 
right may fix the rates of fare which the person or 
corporation securing the same as the result of fore- 
closure proceedings shall be entitled to charge in 
the operation of said property for a period not ex- 
ceeding twenty years. 

In Case of Default. 

And the trust deed provides, in case of 
default in the payment of said certificates: 

There shall be & sale of all the property, both 
real and perso and rights and franchises here- 
by mortgaged, and then and in such event the 
title to all the property hereby mortgaged, both real 
and 1 (exclusive of franchises and ; 
rights) shall vest in the purchaser at such fore-

If the provision of the statute above 
quoted does not authorise the city to mort- 
gage the right to operate street cars in the 
streets of the city, and if the trust deed or 
mortgage doep not carry the right to use the 
streets of the city for street car purposes for 
a period of twenty years from the date of 
foreclosure under said trust deed or mort-

In New Orleans, etc., railroad company vs. 
Delamore, 114 U. 8, 501, the court in holding 
that the right of way in the streets of New 
Orleans, with the franchise to build and use 
a railroad thereon for profit, was surrendered 
by a bankrupt corporation as part of its 
property, said (p. 507): 

The contention of the defendant, if sustained, 
would entirely destroy the value of the property 


not all the line, of the railroad is laid upon the 
streets and public grounds of the city. If, there- 
fore, the franchise of the right to occupy the 
streets and public grounds with the railroad track 
did not pass to the purchaser at the bankruptcy 
sale, then all that he took by his purchase was a 
lot of ties and iron rails, which he could be com- 
pelled at any time, by the order of the city author- 
ities, to remove.« If the law can, as contended by 
the defendant in error, a judicial sale of the rall- 
road ang its franchises would be the destruction 
of both. 
Question of Compensation. 

It is alleged in the bill that the city of Chi- 
cago has heretofore required as a condition 
precedent to granting licenses for the use of 
portions of its public streets for public 
utility corporations the payment of com- 
pensation, and that it is now receiving from 
such sources upwards ofthe sum of $400,000 
annually, and that upwards of the sum of 
$100,000 thereof is received annually from 
surface railroads. It is held that the city of 
Chicago may grant a permanent and valuable 
right to a street railway company to operate 
its street railroads in its streets and that it 
may lawfully charge such railway compen- 
sation for such use. , 

In Byrne vs. Chicago General railway com- 
pany, 16 I11., 75, on page 81, the court said: 

It is too late to deny to the city the power to 
grant privileges to street rallway companies to lay 
down tracks and operate them in and along the 
streets of the city, or the power of such companies 
to agree with the city concerning the terms upon 
which they will accept such privileges. The city 
was not limited to a simple denial! or granting of 
the privilege, but might prescribe the terms upon 
which the privilege should be conditioned if con- 
ferred; and by accepting the ordinances so burned 
with the terms the railway company became bound 
to pay the license fee so long a it enjoys the privi- 
leges conferred by the ordinances. 


Would Lose Use of Streets. 

It seems clear, therefore, that the city 
would, im issuing said street railway cer- 
tificates and in executing said trust deed or 
mortgage to secure the payment thereof be 
doing more than giving to the holders of said 
street railway certificates a purchase money 
mortgage upon the property acquired with 
the fund derived from the issue and sale of 
said certificates, as it is obvious the most 
valuable security which the certificate holder 
is to receive is the right granted by the trust 
deed to the purchaser at foreclosure sale to 
operate the street railways which he may 
acquire at said sale in the streets of the city 
for the period of twenty years from and 
after the date of his purchase. 

Wittout that right the certificate holder’ 
would only have a lien on the rails in the 
streets and other equipment ofthe street rail- 
way, which would be of little value without 
the right to operate said street railways in 
the streets of the city. By the trust deed 
or mortgage propoeed to be executed by the 
city to secure the payment of said street 
railway certificates. in case of its foreclosure 
and a sale under the foreclosure decree, the 
city would lose the right itself, or through 
ite grantees or licensees, to use its 
streets for the period of twenty years 
from the) date of the foreclosure

Pierce, 124 Illinois, 140, on page 149, it was 


function of this court is to protect and en- 
force the constitution, regardless of all real 
or imaginary inconveniences that may result 
from doing so,"’ and in Village of Hyde Park 
vs. City of Chicago, 124 IIL, 156, on page 163, 
“* The voice of the people is all powerful when 
expressed in pursuance of laws that are 
passed in obedience to the constitution. But 
until the people vote to amend or change the 
constitution in the mode which they them- 
selves have designated, they, as well as their 
officials, are bound to obey its mandates.” 

The briefs filed in thi@case are voluminous 
and the arguments have taken a wide range. 
As the question considered by his opinion 
is controlling, we have not deemed it neces- 
sary -to consider herein any of the other 
questions which have been raised and dis- 
cussed {n the briefs. 

Having reached the conclusion that the 
proposed issue of $75,000,000 in street rail- 
way certificates of the city of Chicago, and 
the execution of said trust deed or mortgage 
to secure their payment, will create an in- 
debtedness of the city of Chicago beyond the 
constitutional limit, the decree of the Circuit 
court will be reversed and the cause remand- 
ed to that court, with directions to overrule 
the demurrer to the bill of complaint.

Legislators Give Chicagoans 
Sympathetic Ear and 
Strengthen Hope. 


WAY PAVED TO PASSAGE. 


Favorable Action in Committee 
on All Important Sections 
Is Looked For.

, Springfield, Ill, April 18.— [Special.J—At 
the afternoon and evening sessions of the 
house and senate charter committees today 
representatives of the Chicago chartef con- 
vention explained most of. the contested 
points in the charter bill. If the legislative 
intent may be judged by the legislative at- 
titude towards the men who are urging pas- 
gage of the measure as it stands, the chances 
are for favorable action on all important 
sections, at least in committee. 

At the afternoon session Clayton E. Crafts 
appeared in opposition to the section which 
gives the power of levying school taxés and 
appropriating school money to the city coun- 
ciL without limitation. He was answered by 

torney Frank L. Shepard and Ald Frank 
I. Bennett, while Walter L. Fisher explained 
the public utility sections of the bill and 
Prof. Charles Merriam the “home rule” 
article. 

When the committees met in the evening to 
continue work representatives of the United 
Bociefies of Chicago came before them to 
urge the passage of a separate charter bill 
referring the question of Sunday observances 
to the city council for local adjustment. At 
this session Ald. Milton J: Foreman, chair.

Legislators Show Friendliness. 

Throughout the entire discussion the legis- 
ators met the Chicagoans in the utmost 
friendliness and betrayed no hostility to the 
The contest between Clayton 
E. Crafts and the framers of the ¢harter 
opened the afternoon meeting, Mr. Crafts 
making his argument for a separate school 
tax as against the charter provision for a 5 
per. cent limit for city, school. park, and 
library purposes combined. He was an- 
swered by Attorney Frank L. Shepard, who, 
as a member of the charter convention, 

drafted the revenue sections of the bill. 
“The arguments against charter revenue 
_ provisions,”’ Attorney Shepard said, “‘ seem 
to be based on a suspicion that the elective 
city council will have less care for school 
finances and will be less responsible to the 
people than the appointive board of educa- 
tion. The council, more’than any appointive 
body, is close to the people. It must answer 
to its constituency. We submit that it should 
be vested with power to levy taxes and make 
appropriations for schools, and we believe 
that this power should be given to it rather 


- than to an appointive body answerable to no 
_- constituency.” 


Ald. Bennett Explains Law. 

Ald. Frank I. Bennett, chairman of the 
city council finance committee, at the re- 
quest of Chairman Kittleman, continued his 
explanation of the revenue provisions, dis- 
cussing the practical effect which the new 
Jaw would have on the city revenue. 7 

“Tf there were to be limitation to a school 
levy,” he said, ‘‘I should insist that it bea 
Maximum and not a minimum Hmitation. 
There never has been a time when the city 
council did not appropriate all the money 
asked for by the schools. Mr. Crafts did not 
tell you that the city council now appropri- 
ates money for education, and there has 
been and will be no time when the schools 
will suffer at the hands of the aldermen 
who have to go back to their constituents for 


' re#lection, and who know that the schooling 


of children is the thing nearest to the heart 


of the American people. 
*“ With the increased bond issue, which will 


- be allowed under the new charter, the coun- 


cil will be able to take care of permanent 
improvements and to build schoolhouses 


“ without taking money out of the annual 


revenue for that purpose. At the same time 
there will be no great increase in the tax 
rate. These revenue provisions will enable 
Chicago to get on its feet financially, and 
for that reason we ask you to enact the 
law as drafted.’ 

Senator Berry and Senator Ettelson asked 


; a few questions of Mr. Bennett to secure 


information regarding the present income 
of the city, and then Mr. Kittleman switched 
the subject from revenue to public utilities, 
ealling on Walter L. Fisher to explain the 
gharter provisions authorizing the munici- 


; palization of public service utilities. 


Fisher Defends Ownership Clause. 
Mr. Fisher asserted that authority for 
ownership and operation was a weapon 


_ Mecessary to proper municipal control of 


these utilities. 

“The men who now are doing most to 
bring about municipalization,” he said, ‘‘ are 
those who are opposing the cities in their 
efforts to bring public service corporations 
under adequate supervision and control. 
When these men, by legal contests and legis- 
Jative interference, make it impossible for 
the people to secure what they want from 
these utilities under private management, 
they then will drive the cities to municipali- 
gation in spite of the obstacles in the way 
of such operation and the possible dangers 
in. it. 

**In attempting these improvements, it 
should be possible for the city to build an 
adequate street car subway. It would be 
foolish not to work out some comprehensive 
system of this character and the charter bill 
will make it possible.” 

Senator Berry threw out signals of com- 
ing trouble by inquiring mildly of Mr. Fisher 


™ when he would be open to questioning. To 


this Mr. Fisher hurried over the general 
provisions of the utilities article and then 
submitted to the inquisition. Mr. Berry, 
when his opportunity came, surprised Mr. 
Fisher by passing over the municipal owner- 


ship provisions and raising some points re | 


garding the powers of contract given in the 
charter and regarding the scope of police 
power proposed. Mr. Kittleman finally 
called. a halt on the questioning and brought 
Prof. Charles Merriam up to the desk to 
explain article 5, which contains the “ home 
rule’ grant of authority opposed by the 
Gown state members. 

“You are not granting something irrey- 
ecably,”’ he said, “but are asked merely 
to give a permit for local legislation which 

May be revoked.” 


Foreman Pleads for Law. 

At the night meeting Ald. Foreman asked 
that the legislature give Chicago the charter 
as it stands. : 

“The people of Chicago were thoroughly 
represented in the charter convention,” he 
said. ‘The Dill represents as nearly as 
anything can what the people of Chicago 
Want, and we ask that the legislature pass 
it as it stands. Particularly we would ask 
you not to disturb the revenue section of the 
bill. Unless Chicago secures the revenue

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REAL ESTATE BILL DEAD. 


CORPORATIONS COMMITTEE RE- 
VERSES SENATE’S WORK. 


First Step Taken Toward Removal of 
$20,000,000 IdAmitation on Drain- 
age District, with Favorable Re- 
port of Tax Levy Measure—Mc- 
Goorty Wins Victory for Jury Pian 
After Hard Fight — Changes to 
Judge Gilbert’s Bill Adopted. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., April 18.—[{Special.]—The 
real estate corporation bill is dead in the 
house of representatives, although yesterday 
it was put on it» feet in the senate. The 
house committee on corporations reversed 
the work of the senate committee and today 
voted to kill the bills which had been advo- 
cated by Mayor Busse, the Chicago Com- 
mercial association, and the real estate 
board. 

The house committee made its vote unani- 
mous and the bills go out with the recom- 
mendatiom that they “do not pass.’’ The 
arguments of the real estate men who plead- 
ed that the development of Chicago needed 
such a law were unheeded. The committee 
feared the effect of corporation ownership 
of land and one statement that the measures 
represented an effort to set up a sort of 
land baron had more weight than a dozen 
that the law would offer a good field for 
small investors and would permit men of 
moderate means to become land owners. 

With the house committee in this frame 
of mind there is little hope for the bills 
even if the senate should pass them. The 
corporations committee represents merely 
the sentiment of the house members in gen- 
eral and there is no hope that the lawscan be 
enacted. 

Boost for Sanitary District. 


The first step in removing the $20,000,000 
limitation of the Chicago sanitary district 
wae taken this afternoon when the house 
committee on drainage and waterways re 
ported out with a favorable recommendation 
Mr. Smejkal’s bill fixing the tax levy of the 
sanitary district at 1% per cent. 

Attorney John C. Williams of the drainage 
board and Isham Randolph appeared before 
the committee. Mr. Williams going into an 
extended explanation of the bill and the ob- 
jects it aims at. With the bond Mmitation 
removed the board will be able to secure an 
increase of something like $2,000,000 in its 
funds, and with this the north channel ig 
to. be completed, extending the drainage dis- 
trict to Evaneton and other portions of the 
north shore. ’ 

Members of the senate committee on sani- 
tary district affairs have arranged to go to 
Joliet tomorrow for a conference with the 
business men of that city regarding the pro- 
posed legislation affecting the sanitary dis- 
trict and the contemplated deep waterway. 
Bills concerning the latter scheme are being 
prepared and will be sent to Joliet so that the 
members of the committee may discuss them 
with the commercial interests of Joliet. 


McGoorty Saves His Bill. 


After a brisk fight Representative McGoor- 
ty this afternoon was able to save his bill 
abolishing the grand jury except when called 
by a judge and to send it to a third reading. 
The attack on it was made by Representative 
Lee O'Neill Browne, who moved to strike out 
its enacting clause and precipitated a long 
fight in the evening session of the house. 
On roll call the bill was saved, the motion to 
strike out its enacting clause being defeated, 

The house unanimously passed the joint 
resolution asking congress to take steps for 
the calling of a constitutional convention to 
adopt an amendment to the constitution 
allowing the election of United States sena- 
tors by the direct vote or the people. : 

The house also passed the bill authorizing 
the Lincoln park board to issue $1,000,000 of 
bonds for the boulevard connection scheme 
and the bill making it unlawful to sell or give 
away cigarets or cigaret papers. 


Changes in Judge Gilbert’s Bill. 


At a night meeting of the house committee 
on Municipal courts the members went 
through the revision of the amendatory bill 
as prepared by Judge Gilbert of Chicago 
and passed by the senate. It is probable 
that the bill will be ready to lay before the 
house tomorrow. Following are the prin- 
cipal changes from the bill passed by the 
senate: 

Gives Municipal courts jurisdiction in cases 
involving amounts to $5,000, instead of $1,000. 

The senate bill provides for three assistants 
in each court with as many more as the city 
council authorizes. The house bill rz vides 
for two assistants at not to excee $4,000 
a year and two at not to exceed $1,800 a year. 

The provision for the judges’ salary is 
changed so as to give the city of Chicago 
home rule on this question, the salaries to be 
fixed by the city council, 


$391,000 TO STATE 
BY FEES DECISION

levying and collecting taxes for the payment 
of interest and retirement of the bonds the 
state should guarantee them. 

It was provided that the expense of levying 
and collection should be borne by the locality 
and not by the state, it being presumed that 
extra help would be needed in the office of 
auditor and treasurer for this purpose. A 
portion of the tax levy wae for the purpose 
of paying for this additional help. 

The first investigation undertaken by Gov. 
Deneen was an inquiry into these fees. It 
was made by Audit Clerk Frank L. Whipp, 
and it disclosed the fact that the work had 
been done entirely by the regular office force 
paid by the state, and that the payments 
made by, the different localities for handling 
their bond issues had been drawn from the 
treasury on warrants signed by the treas- 
urers and auditors and pocketed by them as 
fees. 

The custom has been firmly established in 
the two offices. The auditors claimed fees for 
handling the disbursements and the treasur- 
ers for handling the receipt of money. 


Result of Stead’s Suit. 

An attempt was made to secure restitution 
without a law suit, but this was futile, and 
suit was started by Attorney General Stead. 
It had been freely said that the former de- 
cision in the state’s attorney's fee case which 
gave Gov. Deneen clear tithe to the money 
taken by him while in office in Cook county 
would result in clearing the ex-etate of- 
ficials of financial responsibility. 

The Supreme court found no such com- 
parison between the two cases, Gov. Deneen’s 


| case being based on legislative enactment 


and that of the state officials on a custom 
contrary to law set up by themselves. The 
lower court so held and the Supreme court 
confirmed the decision that the money had 
been drawn out without warrant. 


LABOR LOBBY THROWS UP HANDS 


Failure of Rep. Chiperfield to Get Ac- 
tion on Convict Bill Followed 
by Despair. 


Springfield, Ill., April 18.—[Special.]—Fol- 
lowing the failure of Representative Chiper- 
field to secure action on his bill prohibiting 
the use of convicts in the manufacture of 
articles for the open market, the labor lobby 
in Springfield threw up its hands and came 
nearly to the point of abandoning the legis- 
lature to its own ways. The question of 
breaking up and going home in despair was 
digcussed at a conference of the labor leaders 
this afternoon. Finally they decided that 
there were other labor bills and that they 
would stick and fight it out, with the object 
of securing campaign material against their 
opponents, if for no other reason: 

Mr. Chiperfield has practically abandoned 
all hope and now declares that he will fili- 
buster on other bills in revenge, in which 
declaration there is promige of a merry time 
for considerable proposed legislation. 

The labor pgint of view is carried in a 
statement made by President E. R. Wright 
of the state federation, in which he dis- 
cussed the assertion that labor men were not 
unfted in behalf of the meagure. He sald: 

‘“* We have decided to go ahead and fight it 
out. We shail hold the political parties to 
their state platforms for many years past, 
and if they still refuse our fust request we 
will take the matter into the next campaign. 
We were united for this measure.” 


DEMAND MADE FOR NEW BRIDGE 


West Side Commercial League Wants 
Span Over North Branch Between 
Halsted Street and Western. 


Resolutions demanding an additional 
bridge across the north branch of the river 
s where between Halsted street and 
Western avenue were adopted yesterday by 
the West Side Commercial league at a meet- 
ing held at the Security bank, Milwaukee 
avenue and Carpenter street.

ON DANCE HALLS. 


Chief Shippy Plans a Special 
Bureau to Watch Places 


Reputed Disorderly. 


————— 


AIMS TO PROTECT GIRLS. 


Decision Is Reached After a Con- 
ference with Mayor Busse 
on the Subject. 


\ 


Every dance hall in Chicago is to be in- 
vestigated by a police bureau, to be organized 
for that purpose within the next few days 
by Chief Shippy. At the head of the bureau 
will be some police captain or lieutenant, 
selected for special activity and discretion. 

The bureau also will pay attention to sa- 
loons, especially those of disorderly char- 
acter, music halls conducted in connection 
with barrooms, 5 cent theaters, and disrepu- 
table houses. 

Primarily, however, it will be intended te 
regulate the dance halls of the city, which, 
in the belief of the most experienced reform- 
ers of the city, do more toward recruiting the 
ranks of fallen women than any other agency. 
The decision to establish the bureau was 
reached after a conference between Mayor 
Busse and Chief Shippy. The investigators 
of the bureau will be plain clothes men and 
they will be assigned to territory removed 
from their present spheres of action. 

Careful Surveillance Planned. 

As a preliminary measure Chief Shippy 
yesterday agrked for a list of the dance halls. 
There are around seventy-five of the princi- 
pal ones which have regular licenses, ac- 
cording to Deputy City Collector McCarthy. 
The number varies. There are more during 
the winter than in the summer months, and 
more bar permits are issued for the sale of 


liquor at dance halls on Saturday night than- 


any other nightin the week. So, on Saturday 
night the dance hall force of investigators 
may be composed of nearly 100 men. 

The scope of the investigation will be along 
the following lines: 

General character of place and past reputation. 

Whether liquor jis sold to minors. (This will be 
considered a cause for swift revocation of the 
license.) 

Character of the patrons. 
both sexes. 

Whether young women come to the place unes- 
corted. Whether escorted by young men or by their 
parents. 

Manner in which patrons conduct themselves. 

Kind of liquor drunk and quantity consumed. 

Character of promoters of dance—investigators 
to ascertain whether it appears that dance is or- 
ganized simply for purpose of selling liquor. 

Time that the dance hall closes and manner in 
which patrons conduct themselves at close. If 
they are disorderly this is to be considered reason 
for revoking the license. 

Method Approved by Mayor. 

** Mayor Busse and I have been considering 
the dance hall question,’’ said Chief Shippy, 
“‘and the mayor is of the opinion that a 
police bureau is the best measure for its so- 
lution. The dance hall proposition has be- 
come one of the most important in Chicago, 
and a bureau of this nature with a competent 
captain or Meutenant at the head of it with 
discretionary powers will go a long way 
toward removing the evil influences which 
emanate from the dance halls. Selling iquor 
to minors will be cause for promptly revoking 
a license. 

**It isn’t the size of the hall but its char- 
acter that makes it disreputable. It depends 
largely on the man who is in charge of it. 
In some of our foreign districts the halls con- 
ducted under German, Bohemian, or Polish 
management are above criticism. Parents 
go there with their children’and drink at the 
tables in an orderly manner. In some of the 
salooné back of the yards a room 6x8 is some- 
times used for dancing, but that does not 
make it an evil institutiom 

‘‘In other parts of the city where dances 
are.conducted by professional promoters 
liquor is sold frequently to minors. A young 
boy will come in with his sweetheart and 
some irresponsible waiter whose pay depends 
on commissions will sell the girl whisky, and 
before she knows it she is im no condition to 
remember the wise counsel of her parents. 

Reports Will Be Unbiased. 

‘‘With this bureau we will not depend on 
the reports of patrolmen familiar with the 
district in which the hall is located, but will 
detail investigators from other parts of the 
city. In that way we can secure unbiased 
and truthful reports. 

‘Upon the nature of these reports will de- 
pend whether a license of a regular hall is 
to be revoked and whether a permit is to be 
issued more than once to promoters. 

‘* There are a number of dance halls where 
it will not be neceesary to send the investiga- 
tors. Hails like the Aurora and North Side 
Turner hall are conducted in an orderly man- 
ner, and unless we hear of something unlaw- 
ful we shall not disturb them. The whole 
dance hall proposition resolves itself into 
separating the wheat from the chaff and 
that is the intention of this administration.” 


Flora Music Hall Condemned. 

Chief Shippy received a report from Inspec- 
tor Revere concerning the Flora saloon and 
music hall at 120 Wells street. 

‘“ Edward J. Lang, 33 years old,’’ the report 
said, ‘‘ was shot in the groin by William 
Gehring, the proprietor, and the wound is 
believed to be fatal. The place is a resort 
for disreputable women and men. One month 
ago the license was revoked and later was 
restored. There are frequent brawls and 
other disorderly acts in the saloon and the 
proprietors are unfit men to be in charge 
of it.” 

Commenting on the report, Mayor Busse 
said: ‘‘ That is what I would call sufficient 
grounds for revoking the license.”

CANVASSERS’ ORGANIZATION DIS- 
SOLVES IN A PASSION. 


Difference of Opinion on Haywood- 
Moyer Case Between President 
Quinn and Sole Member Honore 
Jaxon the Cause—Conflict Comes in 
Meeting of Federation of Labor— 
Contractors Refuse to Act Against 
Building Trades Bodies. 


The Canvassers and Solicitors’ union is rent 
in twain. T. P. Quin, president, has parted 
in anger from Honoré Jaxon, vice president, 
mr treasurer, and rank and file of the 
union. 

The Moyer and Haywood trial was the 
cause. President Quin presented resolutions 
concerning the prisoners to the federation 
of labor. The resolutions were * rejected. 
Whereupon. rest-of-the-union Jaxon present- 
ed a letter which he had composed for presen- 
tation to President Roosevelt, and the letter 
was accepted. Then came war, and the pres- 
ident promptly dissolved the union. 


Three Members at First. 

When the unfon was first organized there 
were three members. Connolly, the third 
member, elected himself president, where- 
upon Quin seceded and threatened to form a 
union of his own. After the fight Connolly 
resigned and Jaxon agreed to accept the 
presidency of Quin. 

There was a meeting of the union once a 
month for @ time. The only matters dis- 
cussed were anarchistic theories, all the 
members of the union being anarchists, but 
divided into two species, philosophic and con- 
structive, words which conveyed some mean- 
ing to their minds. Jaxon, master of poly- 
syllables, prepared long treatises which he 
endeavored to read to Quin, who retorted 
with the text of florid and impassioned ap- 
peals which he dispatched periodically: to the 
various crowned heads of Europe. 

The last meeting was held in Fébruary, 
when Jaxon arrived with a treatise consgist- 
ing of seventy-five closely typewritten pages. 
At the close of the seventeenth page he came 
in forcible contact with a gavel which was 
traveling in the air in his direction and the 
meeting broke up in disorder. Since then the 
final dissolution of the union was only a mat- 
ter of time and the Moyer-lIHay wood incident 
proved the climax, 


Death for Open Shop. 

There will be no “‘open shop” in Chicago so 
far as building trades are concerned, as a 
result of a meeting of the National Erectors’ 
association yesterday in the Monadnock 
building. The meeting was called to obtain 
the support of Chicago contractors for the 
principle of the open shop, for which the 
association has contended since its inception 
several years ago. Only half a dozen local 
contractors answered the summons to the 
meeting, which was dissolved after a fruit- 
less discussion. 

The meeting was a final effort to get Chi- 
cago support and had been arranged on ac- 
count of the present dispute between the 
structural iron workers and the employers. 
Chicago contractors have determined to fight 
out their battle along their own lines. 

Conflicting testimony in regard to the 
identification of four men arrested on a 
charge of cutting the harness of teams owned 
by Bosworth Bros., movers and shippers, 6501 
Wentworth avenue, resulted in the discharge 
of the men by Municipal Judge Walker. 


FRANK S. WEIGLEY FOUND DEAD. 


Once a Leader of Chicago Bar Succumbs 
to Apoplexy in Tama, Ia., 
Hotel. 


Frank 8. Weigley, one of the leaders of 
the Chipago bar in the '80s and early "Us, 
and one'of the proprietors of the old Chicago 
Mail, was found dead yesterday in a hotel 
room in Tama, Ia. He had gone to Tama on 
business, and his death, which occurred dur- 
ing the night, was held to be due to a stroke 
of apoplexy. At one time Attorney Weig- 
ley’s income was reputed to be above $50,000 
@ year, largely from high class law practice, 
but at the time of his death he was compara- 
tively poor. He was 53 years old. 

Attorney Weigley came to Chicago in 
1878 from Galena, Ill., and his rise in the 
legal profession was rapid. Ten years later 
he was ranked as one of the foremost law- 
yers of the middle west. He aided in prose- 
cuting the’big county board boodle cases, and 
as a member of the firm of Weigley, Buck- 
ley & Gray had charge of all the litigation 
which grew out of the controversy over the 
ownership of the old Times, which had been 
held by the Storey estate. In this litigation 
he represented James J. West, and after 
West had become undisputed owner of the 
newspaper property Attorney Weigley pur- 
chased the Mail from Mr. West. Aftera few 
years the Mail was lost to his control. 

Mr. Weigley is survived by a widow. two 
daughters, and a son. One of the daughters 
is a school teacher in Joliet. The widow, 
who before her marriage was Miss Emma 
Card of Rochester, N. Y., resides at 267 Fre- 
mont street. Fillmore Weigley, president of 
Weigley’s Real Estate Ownership Repdrter 
company, 92 La Salle street, is a brother of 
the dead attorney. 


OBITUARY. 


THE REV. DR. TEUNIS 8S. HAMLIN, 
pastor of the Church of the Covenant in 
Washington is dead in New York, where he 
went toattend the peacecongress. Dr. Ham- 
lin is survived by his widow, chaplain-gen- 
eral of the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution, and two sons. Dr. Hamlin at various 
times preached at Yale, Cornell, Princeton, 
Amherst, and Vassar, and was known asa 
prolific writer for newspapers, magazines, 
and reviews. He was chairman of the com- 
mittee of his presbytery on. the revision of 
the “confession of faith” of the Presbyte- 
rian church, was one of the tristees of the 
United Society of Christian Endeavor, presi- 
dent of the Open Air Workers’ Association of 
America, and president of the board of trus- 
tees of Howard university, Washington. 

DR. E. O. F. ROLER, for thirty-five years a 
practitioner in Chicago, died yesterday at 
his residence, 218 East Sixtieth street. Dr. 
Roler came to Chicago in 1856. Burial will 
be tomorrow at 1 o’clock, and will be private. 


DIES FROM WOUND 
OF SALOON BRAWL 


Florence La Mont, Shot by 
Charles Moore, Once Trac- 
tion Treasurer, Dies. 


LATTER HELD FOR CRIME 


News of Death Comes as Alleged 
Slayer Is Being Arraigned 
for Shooting. 


The last music hall tragedy of the last 
city administration, which occurred in 
Sheerin’s saloon at 105 North Clark street 
early Monday morning, took om a far more 
serious aspect yesterday with the death of 
-Florence La Mont, who was shot by Charles 
A. Moore, formerly treasurer of the North 
Chicago Street railway company. 

The death of Mrs. La Mont in the peculiar 
tangle which had resulted in her going to 
thp pjace was a climax to the life which 


‘from her first husband, Clarenee Crabb, also 
once connected with the North Chicago 
Street railway company, some years ago. 
Shortly after the @ivorce ehe took up her 
residence with Moore and was known as his 
wife. 


Bartender Indirect Cause. 


Then Horace A. Lecher, a bartender, ¢n- 
tered into the case. Mrs. La Mont deserted 
Moore and took up her residence at 248 Ohio 
street with Lecher. Moore had made several 
trips to the fiat in his efforts to effect a 
reconciliation with the woman, and it wag 
this desire that caused him to meet her Sun- 
day night and take her to the saloon where 
Lecher was bartender, at 105 North Clark 
street. 

Moore’s daughter, Anna, formerly an ac- 
tress. was singing in the rear of the little 
music hall when Moore and Mrs. La Mont en- 
tered. She continued singing until the bullet 
from her father’s weapon drowned all other 
sounds of revelry in the place. 

Shortly before Mrs. La Mont’s death Moore 
was arraigned in Municipal Judge Himes’ 
court in the Chicago avenue station, and the 
serious condition of his victim was described 
to the judge. tis bonds were increased from 
$2,000 to $10,000, but before they could be 
signed the news of Mrs. La Mont’s death 
reached the court and Moore was remanded 
back to jail without bail. 


Suspect Escapes from Police. 

William O'Neill, who was arrested at French 
Lick Springs Wednesday night on a charge 
of complicity in the mureder of Alexander 
J. Peterkin, 262 North Carpenter street, es- 
caped before a policeman could be sent for 
him. A telegram telling of O’Nelll’s escape 
was received by Capt. O’Brien of the de- 
tective bureau. There were no particulars as 
to the escape, but it is believed by the 
Chicago police that the French Lick authori- 
ties placed the man“ on his honor ” and that 
he walked away. 

Peterkin was assaulted, it is said, by O’Neill 
on Feb. 22 while completing a contracting 
job at Lockport, where O'Neill was employed 
by him. Peterkin died Tuesday night. 


Fago Suspect Is Arrested.

NEW MAYOR OF EVANSTON 
POINTS OUT CITY’S NEEDS. 


Joseph E. Paden Tells Church Club 
Citizens Do Not Take Enough In- 
terest in Their Government. 


Mayor Joseph E. Paden of Evanston said 
one gf the greatest needs of the city is fhat 
citizens know more about its affairs than 
they do, in an address to the Men's club of 
the First Congregational church of Evans- 
ton.

CHARGED WITH THROWING BLIND 
HUSBAND FROM WINDOW. 


Joseph Smalley, for Many Years a 
Newseman at Illinois and North 
State Streets, Killed by Fall of 
Thirty-five Feet—Spouse, Who Was 
Intoxicated, It Is Said, Became In- 
furiated by His Inability to Earn 
Money That She Might Buy Whisky 


Joseph Smaller, 40 years old, a blind news- 
man, was killed yesterday afternoon by a 
which he lives at 232 Illinois street. Mrs. 
Margaret Smalley is under arrest 
charge of murdering her husband by throw- 
ing him from a window. 

The woman !¢e said to have been {ntoxicated 


cause her husband was ill and unable to 
earn money with which she could buy whisky. 
On the other hand, some reports are that 
Smalley was habitually intoxicated. 

Mise Olga Cosmos, 24 years old, who lives 
in the flat at the rear of the Smalley rooms. 
heard Mrs. Smalley threaten to throw her 
husband to the street unless he went out 
to sell papers. The man complained that 
¢the weather was too sevére and that he was 
not well. 

Effort to Save Him Fails. 


Sounds of a struggle were heard by Miss 


Cosmos, who opened a window adjoining 
that of the Smalleys. She saw the man hang- 
ing to the sill and struggling to get back 
into the. room. 

sMiss Cosmos called to him to hang on, and 
then tried to reach him with a curtain pole. 
Smalley groped for the pole with one hand, 
the other slipped, and he fell thirty-five feet 
to the. pavement. 

A policeman and Miss Cosmos found him 
unconscious. His skull was fractured and 
two ribs on the left side and his right knee 
were broken. He died several hours later. 


* Says Her Husband Jumped. 

Mrs. Smalley told Inspector Revere her 
husband had jumped from the window, and 
that he had tried to kill her with a butcher 
knife: She was not told of his death, and 
did not know she was being held on a murder 
charge. 

For many years Smalley was a familiar 
figure at Mlinois and North State streets, 
where he hada newsstand. He was led to 
the stand and back each day by his wife, 
who, some of the neighbors said, spent all 
his earnings for whisky.

burg, Pa. The report found that Gov. Hag- 
erman signed twenty-three deeds conveying

Taft, all the members of the executive coun- 
cil and the house of delegates and justices 
of the Supreme court. 

In his inaugural address the new gov- 
ernor pointed to the excellent results 
achieved by the administration of his prede- 
cessor, and promised to pursue the same 
course so faras possible. He announced that 
there would be no new political policy, this 
being a matter for federal rather than in- 
sular adjustment. He called attention to 
the present prosperity of the island, the 
greatest in its history, which he promised 
would be further developed by the construc- 
tion of roads which will make accessible the 
interior towns, increase the value of land, 
cheapen the products, and lessen the cost of 
transportation. Considerable attention also 
will be given to the development of educa-

Mr. Walker has not been able to connect 
links of any chain of plotters, but he is sus- 
picious of the fact that it has been just a 
week since the Supreme court decided that 
Hedrick was entitled to keep on with his 
duties as chief inspector. His idea is that 
certain persons among the social settlements 
want Hedrick’s job for Charles B. Ball, a 
New York expert, who has been waiting in 
the city for it several years, according to 
Mr. Hedrick.

OPPOSE BARBER SHOP BILL. 


Tonsorialists Frame Opposition to Meas- 
ure in Legislature Regulating 
Their Business Places, 


A number of Chicago barbers met at the 
Grand Pacific hotel last night and decided 
to use their influence against the passage of 
a bill now before the legislature relating to 
the sanitary care of shops and providing for 
a board of examiners to pass upon the com- 
petency to wield a razor. 

The objections were based upon the grounds 
that the better class of shops need no regu- 
lating and because the bill puts the appren- 
tices with seven months’ experience in a 
barber college in the same class with those 
who worked in a shop for two years, 

The meeting was called by Charles A. 
Schoessow, who, with Louis Plat, chairman, 
and J. W. Itel, secretary of the meeting, was 
named on a committee to.sign the resolutions 
passed and send copies to representatives at 
Springfield. The bill provides that no barber 
having served less than five years at the

person. The president apparently. has not 
yet reached the stage where his idea can be 
put in shape sufficiently to be discussed. It 
is under consideration and now that thé 


that reasonable suggestions may be made, so 
that in years to come a new idea in politics 
may be evolved. 


Means a Big Reform. 

It is easy enough to see that if the govern- 
ment—and by this I mean, of course, always 
either the county, city, state, or nation— 
undertakes to pay the campaign expenses 
of candidates for office, the evi] of contribu- 
tions by corporations and individuals who 
hope to benefit by the success of that party 
will be immediately wiped out. That is the 
starting point for the president’s new idea. 
Beyond that it is difficult to formulate any 
details. The whole scheme seems imprac- 
tical, and yet there undoubtedly is back of it 
a splendid motive for serious consideration 
by serious and experienced men. 

It is easy to see that it would be extremely 
difficult to apportion proper campaign ex- 
penses to the -different parties and their 
candidates. Old parties disappear and new 
ones take their place, independent candidates 
frequently represent the. best element in the 
country, and. there will undoubtedly be oppor- 
tunities for fraud and extravagance if the 
+> sovernment should attempt to pay what are 
known as campaign expenses. 

It might be possible, however, to apportion 
the purely legitimate expenses of the candi- 
dates and parties on some reasonable basis 
of previous performances. This would work 
a hardship to new parties, and yet there 
must be hardships in politics always, and 
they are today recognized by all modern 
election laws, which give regular candidates 
decided preference in various ways over 
those nominated by Irregular petitions. 

It might be possible, as has been suggested 
to the president, to designate a certain sum 
for campaigm literature, and possibly to have 
that literature printed or distributed directly 
by the government. It wohld not be abso- 
lutely impossible to pay the railroad and 


“De arrested a negro as a suspect and held [living expenses of campaign orators if the 


amount could be apportioned to either party 
on a reasonable basis. The percentage of 
apportionment seems to be the first great 
stumbling block, although, of course, back 
of it all is the serious restriction upon se- 
crecy, the right of initiative, and campaign 
methods of great party organizations. 


Take a Glance Backward. 

Those who may feel inclined to laugh at 
the proposition, which is receiving respect- 
ful, though puzzled consideration from the 
president of the United States, would do 
well to stop a minute and go back over the 
development of the political machinery in 
the United States. The electoral college as 
at first organized was so constituted that 
the person receiving the highest vote be- 
came president and the man with the next 
highest vote vice president. That resulted 
in setting two men against each other, be- 
cause they would invariably be of opposing 
parties. It furnish®d a motive for assassina- 
tion. Today all that has been changed and 
the electoral college votes en bloc both 
for president and for vice president, with 
the result that the party which has the 
most votes controls both the presidency and 
its succession during an entire administra- 
tion. 
which was violently opposed, but no one 
would turn back to the system established by 
the fathers of the republic. > 

It is only a few years since the primary 
elections began to be officially supervised 
and paid for by some of the states. In most 
of the states, and particularly in the south, 
the primary is a farce. In a great many of 
the southern states the dominant party per- 
mitsonly white men to vote at its primaries, 
and -then agrees that the result of the pri- 
maries shall be carried out by all democrats 
in the election. The result is that the pri- 
maries are aWended by every one. They are 
the real battleground. The election goes 
by default, and the voters do not represent 
often more than a small! percentage of those 
who are actually entitled to cast their bal- 
lots, the result having been absolutely es- 
tablished by the party primary. 

Primaries in the North. 

Today primary elections in many of the 
northern states are held under the supervis- 
ion of a regular election commissioner at 
designated places “and times, and the expen- 
ditures are paid for the same as those fora 
regular election, by the local government. 
The states have gone farther and have re- 
P quired parties in their convention to follow 
out the will of the people as exprersedin the 
primaries. The tendency today is to break 
dowa the convention as an original political 
force and to make it what the electoral col- 
lege is, merely a convenient means of re- 
cording the result as expressed by the peopie 
at the polls. 

From this it ig not a revolutionary step to 
the payment of campaign expenses by the 
government. The payment of the cost of 
maintaining speakers and sending out liter- 
ature by a partisan campaign committee Is 
no more foreign to the proper function ofa 
government than is the assumption of the 
expenditure for a party primary and the 
mandate to the party that it must obey the 
will of its members as expressed in that pri- 
mary. At any rate the new Roosevelt idea 
is worth talking over. ) :

He-then referred to the ‘“‘ mugwump"’ in 
politics, and said that after all the best citi- 
zen is the one who votes a ticket as his con- 
science dictates. He discussed the principle 
ofthe initiative and referendum, and advo- 
cated a law to prohibit corporations from 
contributing to campaign expenses. 

A dinner given tonight in honor of Mr. 
Bryan by the democratic state central com- 
mittee, a nonpartisan affair, was attended 
by many republicans. 


How Woodruff Would Cure Him. 

Gov. Woodruff,s;a republican, introduced 
the guest of honor, and said: 

“IL wish he was governor of Connecticut; 
it might cure him of his political ambition 
to be president of the United States.”’ 

In closing his remarks he welcomed Mr.

Buffalo, N. Y., April 18.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Hughes spoke at the banquet of the chamber 
of commerce held at the Ellicott club tonight 
to mark the formal opening of the chamber’s 
new thirteen story building in Main.street. 
The heads of the railroad trunk lines enter- 
ing Buffalo heard the speech unmoved. 
There was nothing in %t to agitate them. 

The transportation problem was handled 
in a similar manner by the presidents and 
vice presidents of the various railroads rep- 
resented. All of them admitted their lines 
were unable to move promptly the traffic 
offered them, but said there was no Con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade. They uniform- 
ly deprecated the public agitation toward 
legislation inimical to railroad development 
and declared the credit of the American 
systems was being ruined not only in the 
United States but in Europe, 

William C. Brown, vice président of the 
New York Central, handled, his subect with- 
out gloves. Henry J. Pierce, local traction 
magnate, advocated an extra session of the 
legislatures of the various states to be de- 
voted exclusively ‘to investigation of the 
charges against the public service corpcra- 
tions. He practically pledged that the Buf- 
falo chamber would take the initiative move- 
ment to this end and said other cities would 
be asked: to take similar actjon. 

As president of the International railroad, 
he declared that until there is a restora- 
tion of the public confidence in railroads the 
projected improvements on his line, which 
would involve the expenditure of $2,000,000, 
would be held up. This sentiment found 
favor to a marked degree among the heads 
of the steam lines.

According to the story of the regents, this 
was simply an error of judgmentiin book- 
keeping, and the expert recommended a 
change In the system.

FACTORY LEGISLATION. 
The factory legislation of Illinois is de 
fective. In that respect Illinois is behind 


providing for the safety and health of the | 
A 
bill for the better protection of the work- | 
ers was introduced early in the session. | 
Many of its provisions were objected to 
by manufacturers as being unduly strin- | 
gent. The bill was modified to suit them , 
and it is understood that they are no ; 
longer oppasing it. 

Under these circumstances the passage 
of the measure ought to be assured, but 
it is said that it has enemies among some 
of the politicians in the general assembly, 
If the bill were to become a law the 
powers of the state factory inspector 
would be enlarged and he would become a 
more important official.

It is doubtful whether a reasonable fac- 
tory bill drafted to cure admitted defects 
in existing laws could be defeated ‘on a 
yea and nay vote. There are various rea- 
sons why members would dislike to go on 
the record against it. It is said that=the 
program of the enemies of the measure is 
to postpone action until] the last week of |

The fact of the matter {is that a great 
change has come over the Norwegian people 
since the popular cry for neutralization was — 
first raised. Then Norway wes in fear of 
a Swedish invasion and wished to be safe- 
guarded against the latter. This apprehen- 
sion ha# completely disappeared, and, age I 
predicted im theee letters at the time when 
the separation between the two kingdoms 


.toek place, they are more closely united to- 
day by bonds of sympathy and of friendship 
than they ever were when Norway was sub- 
ject to King Oscar’s scepter. Indeed, the 
chief reason which they now put forward 
against the policy of neutralization is that it 
might prevent‘/them from allying themselves 
with Sweden in the event of the latter ever 
being attacked by a foreign power. They 
have expressed in their legisjature their ap- 
preciation of the fact that any foreign in- 
vasion of Sweden will endanger their own 
independence and that it would be therefore 
absolutely necessary for them to join their 
forces to those of Swedem in the event of the 
latter becoming the victim of any act of for- 
eign aggression. As stated by one of their 
principal statesmen, the president of the 
storthing, during the course of a debate upon 
the foreign relations of the kingdom, if 
‘Sweden refrained at the time of the seces- 
sion of Norway from attacking the latter, she 
may be safely relied upon never to do so at 
any future time, and from now on their re- 
spective interests require that, for the sake of 
mutual safety, they should act in sympathy, 
in a sort of unwritten alliance with one anoth- 
er, in their dealings with the other powers 
Neutralization would prevent this. That is 
why they no longer demand it, but are, on 
the contrary, opposed thereto. 
_—

vast moors overgrown ‘with furzes and 
thorns. Hence they were always buried with 
their shoes on, that their feet might be pro- 
tected. So much importance is attached to 
this beMef that in certaim parts of Scandi- 
navia funerals are still called “ hellshoon,”’ 
which may be translated, freely, as ‘“‘ the shoe 
of the dead.”’ 

The superstition exists in England and also 
in Scotland, and not long ago the fact was 
brought to Mght in a Scotch murder trial 
that, as the victim's remaine had been de- 
stroyed by quicklime, the constable had con- 
sidered it necessary to get hojd of a pair of the 
murdered. man’s boots and to carefully bury 
them. He did this through a belief that 
bad luck would attend his neglect of the cus- 
tom. 

Curiously enough the superstition 1s to be 
found also amongst the Tsigahes of Spain, 
Austria, and Russia. They go barefooted 
most ot their life, but they always have a 
pair of shoes buried with them. Perhaps 
this, too, is the real origin of the expression 
omce s0 common in America about “ being 
buried with one’s boots on,”’ although, of 
course, the meaning has become something 
entirely different.

and died some fifteen years ago, leaving 
two daughters, Sybil and Constanhce. Not 
long afterwards his honors were called out 
of abeyance by Queen Victoria in favor of 
his eldest @aughter, Countess Cromartie. 

Hdward Blunt of the 
royal artillery and who has a little son and 
heir, who bears, in accordance with British 
custom and usage, one of her minor honors— 
namely; the viscounty of Tarbat.

I'may add that if the crown restored!to the 
Mackenzie family the Cromartie estates 
which had beem forfeited at the time of the 
conviction of the Jacobite earl in 1746 for 
high treason, it was because his son rendered 
such gallant service as an officer of the 
British army in the American war of inde- 
pendence that, ag a reward, his father’s pos- 
rig Tg, though not hig honors, were restored 
o him. 

Whereas Lady Cromartie’s younger sister 
is, a8 I have mentioned above, devoted to 
every form of athletic sport, she herself is 
given to literature, and, gifted with a charm- 
ing and facile pen, has contributed some 
clever stories, chiefly treating of the high- 
lands, to various periodicals. She is a smal! 
woman, with @ark hair and eyes, and pos- 
sessed, like her elder sister, of an ex- 
ceedingly merry Gisposition. Her revenues 
yleld her considerably over $100,000 a year, 
and she is ground landlord—perhaps I should 
say ground landliady—of Strathpeffer, the 
well known héalth resort in Cromartie, « 
county which belongs exclusively to her and 
in which no one possesses a foot of soil be- 
sides herself. Her principal home is Castle 
Leod, near Strathpeffer, a grand old place, 
with gray walls and ivy mantiled towers, dat- 
ing from 1620, and surrounded by a great 
park, one of the features of which is a ma- 
jestic Spanish chestnut, the trunk of which 
is more than thirty feet in circumference, 

Lady Cromartie can trace her descent in the 
female line from royalty through the union 
of the second and royal duke of Gloucester 
to Lady Almeria Carpenter of the Irish house 
of Tyrconnel. The only daughter ef this 
union, known as Mise Fark) o«dsir. becaim: 
the wife of the third Lord Macdonald of the 
idles, theirs being one of the last marriages 
to take place at Gretna Green. One of their 
many sons was Gen. “Jim” Macdonald. 
who was so familiar a figure in London so- 
Clety and at court during the latter half of 
the nineteenth century. The fourth Lord 
Macdonald of the isles, that is to say, the 
elder brother of Gen. Jim, was the grand- 
father of Lady Cromartie, his second’ daugh-

Lovers of the slapstick variety of musical 
comedy funmaking will not find * Two Little 
Girls” entirely to their Mking, for there is 
nothing of horse play or of boisterous romp- 
ing by the chorus In the entire performance, 
But there is an abundance of most excellent 
fooling and nonsense. Harry MacDonough 
as the Gen. Des ifs has a role of rare pcss- 
bilities for laughter provoking comedy work, 
and. he makes the most of every possibility. 
An@ this is' without transcending the proba- 
bilities of the character. His work in the 
second act le one of the best pieces of legiti- 
mate light opera comedy acting that has been 
seen heré In many and many a month. The 
audience last evening responded instantly to 
the experienced artist’s clever pe&fiormance, 
and closest possible attention a keenest 
appreciation were his reward. His work 
alone would make the performance worth the 
seeing, even were all else vaiueless. 

But all else ig not valueless. in tact, there 
is exceedingly Mttle that ie not of more than 
average worth. The music is written in the 
best light opera styie, tuneful enough to be 
catchy and whistleable, dnd yet at no time 
common or banal. The hand of the skilled, 
thorough musician is shown not only in the 
character of the music itself but in the neat 
workmarship and clever imaginative gifts in 
the instrumentation. 

There is not a number in the entire score 
that is not of worth and attractiveness, and 
certain of them unquestionably will gain 
widespread and lasting popularity.

There is no concealing the fact that the ad- 
ministration ts considerably concerned over 
the attitude of Fran ce in connection with the 

ff question. = 
reais withdrawing the customs conces- 
sion hitherto enjoyed by Porto Rican coffee, 
which menaces the prosperity of the island, 
the government at Paris has given the au- 
thorities to understand that French cham- 
pagne and other sparkling wines must be 
treated in exactly the same fashion as Ger- 
man champagne and sparkling wines, or else 
it will apply the maximum tariff upon all 
Ameritean imports. That Is to say, it will 
be with France instead of with Germany that 
the United States will engage in a tariff war. 

The attitude of France is attributed to the 
results of the negotiations between Secre- 
tary Root and Baron Speck von Sternburs. 
the German ambassador, in connection with 
the renewal of the reciprocity agreement in 
force between Germany and the United 
States. In return for the removal of the pro- 
hibition imposed by Germany upon American 
bacon and dressed meats this government has 
agreed to accord to Germany, after July 1 
next, all the benefits authorized by section, 
8 of the Dingley tariff law. |

Trouble Over Wine Duties. 


Under existing arrangements Germany as 
well as France enjoys lower duties upon ar- 
gols, crude tartar, wine lees, brandies, and 
other grain spirits, still wines and vermuth, 
paintings, pastels, pen and ink drawings, 
and statuary. Neither Germany nor France 
heretofore has received the concession on 
champagne and other sparkling wines. 
amounting to 26 per cent. Now, however, 
undér the new agreement about to be signed 
by the United States and Germany, the latter 
will be granted this concession, and unless 
the same privilege be extended to France, 
German champagne will pay a duty of $6 per 
dozen bottles containing more than a pint and 
not more than a quart, while French cham- 
pagne will pay@8 per dozen. 

The United States imported from France 
during the last fiscal year champagne valued 
at $5,613,000. The amount of German cham- 
pagne imported was small, béing valued at 
only $94,000. Paying a smaller duty, it is 
believed by German diplomats that cham- 
pagne from their country can be sold here 
at a lower price, and while it is a little heavier 
in body than French wine, its cheapness will 
commend it to many Americans. The French 
importers fully understand the danger that 
their market will be taken away from them 
by the Germans, and they have earnestly 
urged their government to insist upon secur- 
ing the same advantage as Germany.

Food Law Also Worries France. 


France has another source of complaint in 
the treatment some of her food imports re- 
ceive in connection with the enforcement of 
the new pure food law and the valuation 
methods employed by American custon:s offi- 
cers. It is claimed by the French government 
that ite pure food law fs juet as protective of 
health as the American law. In order to 
make certain preserves, beans, and peas more 
attractive to the American eye a slight per- 
centage of sulphate of copper has been added 
to the products. The French chemists, after 
years of experiment, have found that this 
percentage is not injurious to health. Since 
the new pure food law went on the statute 
books here American inspectors have, been 
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examining French food imports and haVe re- 
jected some of therm because of the presence 
of the chemical named. A protest has been 
made to this government, but it has been 
without result, and France has come to the 
conclusion that she must do something to 


protect herself. 
The first step in this direction ts the im-

fee is one of the principal articles produced 

by the West India islands. The largest cus- 
tomer Porto Rico has had tor it is Cuba, 
which last year took 12,000,000 pounds, val- 
ued at $1,376,000.

Porto Rico to Suffer. 


Several years ago the French government, 
in order to show its friendship for the United 
States, and also to provide an acceptable cof- 
fee to many of its people. reduced the duty ‘ 
upon the Porto Rican berry, asking no con- 
cession in return from the United States. 
Now, irritated by the concession granted to 
Germany, and by the rejection of certain of 
her food products on the sround of impurity, 
France has announced that it will hereafter 
impose the maximum duty upon Porto Rican 
coffee. This means that the French market 
will be ciosed to that product, as the max- 
imum duty is prohibitive. 

Porto Rico will be seriously embarrassed, 
for the reason that it will be extremely diffl- 
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that of France. -A determined effort has 
been made to induce the American people to 
buy the berry of that island, but it has failed 
vnd no more than $27,000 worth is imported 
into this country annually. To take away 
one-sixth of the revenue of the coffee pro- 
ducers, which ts the proportion of the French 
purchase to the entire crop, means a serious 
biowto the prosperity of the island. 

But besides the éffect upon Porto Rico and 
the indirect effect upon the United States of 
the increase of duty upon Porto Rican coffee. 
the French threat of inaugurating a tariff 
war upon all American tmports is sufficiently 
serious to warrant careful consideration on 
the part of the authorities. The French im- 
ports of distilled spirits amount to $1,600,00u. 
ot still wines to $1,100,000, and argols and 
wine lees $1,100,000. Those of paintings, 
Grawings, and statuary are of comparatively 
slight value. In any event the total of these 
imports, upon which lower rates of duty are 
imposed in accordance with the reciprocity 
agreement, is less than the value of the cham- 


pagne. 
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May Call French Bluf. 


France feels it might as well lose the entire 
market on these products if it has to do so 
on champagne as the result of the concession 
granted to,Germany. The German imports 
of still wines are valued at $1,400,000, and of 
distilled spirits $400,000, so that if the French 
concession !s canceled the.Germane will be 
able to increase their sales also in these 
articles. 

There is reason to believe that France may 
find her action promptly resented The agree- 
ment in force between the two countries con-’ 
tains no provision for its denunciation. but 
the Dingley tariff act specifically provides 
that it shall be the duty of the president 
whenever he shall be satisfied that a reciproc- 
ity agreement is not being fully executed by 
the government with which it had been made 
to cancel the arrangement. France probably 
would retaliate by imposing the Maximum 
rates instead of the minimum, now enjoyed 
upon the following articles: Canned meats 
manufactured and prepared pork meats, lard 
and its compounds, fresh and dried fruits,

There is not the slightest doubt . 
denunciation of the tariff p Geman ane iene 
influence congress to pass a bill imposing 
a@ maximum and minimum tariff and that the 
former immediately would be Put into efiect 
against French products.

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):PLAN NEW SCHOOL RULE 


RADICAL TRUSTEES TO GIVE 
POWER TO MISS HALEY. 


Intend to Sidetrack All Other Hobbies 
anil Concentrate Energies on Meas- 
ure Which Will ‘Democratize” Ed- 
ucational System of Ohicago and 
Place Its Control in Hands of the 
Leaders of Teachers’ Federation—~ 
Conservatives Ready to Fight It. 


The public school system is to be “‘ demo- 
craticized’’ after the Margaret Haley-Cor- 
nelia De Bey “idea” before Mayor Busse 
has @ chance to eliminate radicalism from 
the school board, if plans of Dunne appointees 
are carried through without a hitch. 

A special meeting has been called for Mon- 
day night, at which the uplifters on the board 
will attempt to adopt the Haley-De Bey plan, 
which practically gives control of the school 
machinery to the unfonized teachers. The 
Plan is to abandon every other fight they 
have started and center all ‘their efforts on 
carrying out the “‘ democratization ” before 
the Busse appointees take their seats. 


Means Control by Federation. 

The ‘ democratizing’ plan, which most 
probably will be adopted, is the one prepared 
by the present central council of teachers, 
which is controlled by the federation. Every 
member of the present council is an oracle in 
councils of the teachers’ federation. The plan 
these oracles have drawn provides for the 
organization of 832 advisory councils of 
teachers, 

It also is calculated to make any important 
action by the board in the way of adopting 
educational policies impossible without first 
submitting the question to a referendum vote 
of the teachers. The plan places the whole 
school government on an “ initiative and ref- 
— * bases and recognizes teachers as 
voters.

Mordecai held the Pirates down to two sin- 
gies, neither of which came in a dangerous 
locality, and issued'a couple of passes, but 
was so perfectly in commandof the situation 
that the Pirates never would have scored but 
for Slagle’s slip. ; 

The Cubs found Leifield a little puzzling, 
yet hit him harder than Brown was touched, 
five singles being secured. But these were 
scattered into as many different innings and 
lacked a fertilizer to make them blossom into 
the right column in the score books. Man- 
ager Chance used every right handed batter 
in his regiment against Leifield’s south paw 
defenses, yet could not break through enough 
to regain the small ground lost when Blagle’s 
fingers slipped. 

Leifield Gets Revenge. 

It was Leifield’s revenge for the day when 
the Cubs (with Browh pitching that-game, 
too) beat him 1 to 0, although they madé only 
one hit. And by strange reverse english 
Slagle was the man who made the one hit 
which beat Lelifield last year, just as he was 
the man who beat .Brownie today. 

The nearest the Cubs came to a run today 
was in the sixth, when Manager Chance was 
nipped half a yard from the plate by a splen- 
did throw from Nealon in an attempt of 
a double steal with Hofman.

A better milling demand for wheat existed 
yesterday and there were sales of 25,000 bu 
No. 2 red winter at the best relative price 
that has been paid in some time—%¢ec under 
May in store. The wheat went to a local 
miller. In addition to this there was a fair 
demand for choice spring wheat, the offerings 
of which were scanty. The Minneapolis cash 
market was slow, with the same premiums 
being paid asrecently. Stocks increased 225,- 
000 bu for five days, compared to a decrease 
last year for the same period of 525,000 bu. 
Kansas City was Kec lower. St. Louis re- 
ported Missouri and Illinois millers buying 
wheat there. Some of the locai corn brokers 
reported the best demand they have had for 
some time. The export inquiry was more brisk, 
both the continent and united kingdom being 
in the market. The eastern car situation is 
easier. Kiln dried corn was in the best de- 
mand. Prices were steady to%c lower. The 
demand for oats was decidedly better at the 
decline. and large sales were made to the 
east. Prices were steady to lc lower, the mar- 
ket firming near the close. Local sales were 
50,000 bu wheat, 225,000 bu corn, and 450,000 
bu oats. Seaboard sales were 660,000 bu 
wheat reported and 80,000 bu corn. 


Updike and other of the large sellers of 
the last few days were on the buying side of 
the market yesterday, Updike purchases be- 
ing estimated at between 750,000 and 1,000,000 
bu. On the extreme decline, commission 
houses headed by Logan-Bryan, Barrell, and 
others absorbed the wheat, and there was the 
same clase of scattered commission buying 
that has been a feature of the market recent- 
ly. Bartlett-Frazier both sold and bought, and 
there was selling by local traders whe bought 
on Wednesday. Commission houses reported 
less trade than during the last few days, 
but a considerable volume of buying orders 
from the southwest. Comstock, Lindman, and 
Bartlett-Frazier were the best buyers of corn. 
A. S. White and Updike sold. In oats Bart- 
lett-Frazier, Patten, Crighton, and Comstock 
bought, with Wrenn, and Congdon sellers of 
May. The Cudahy Packing company were 
the leading sellers of September lard and July 
ribs. Wolf wasa fair buyer. There was con- 
siderable changing from May to deferred 


months. 

The wheat’situation in the Canadian north- 
west is assuming a serious aspect, according 
to the Manitoba Free Press, which is con- 
sidered one of the most conservative grain 
authorities in the northwest. It saysthat by 
April 15, a year ago, fully 50 per cent of the 
seeding in the Canadian northwest was com- 
pleted, while this year there has hardly been 
an acre of spring wheat sown. Not only is 
this the case, but itis claimed that the amount 
of plowing done last fall was much smaller 
than usual, and that with the continued heavy 
frosts the acreage must necessarily be much 
curtailed. The immediate coming of warm 
weather would mitigate conditions to a great 
extent, but would not wholly relieve ffe situ- 
ation, as the precipitation has been so great 
that it will be ten days at least under the 
most favorable conditions before the land 
can be worked. There is every prospec pot a 
lessened aéreage and late seeding. 

‘‘ Weather unfavorableness is retarding ce- 
real cr developments without important 
disturbance of the generally favorable posi- 
tion of winter wheat,”’ said the Price Current 
in its weekly review. “The oats crop is 
suffering drawbacks, which may be largely 
overcome by resowing. Hog packing for the 
week, 465,000, against 380,000 last year."’ 
‘Export business in wheat was much livelier 
than it has been for several months, and the 
seaboard reported a sharp inquiry for Mani- 
toba -and durum wheats. The inquiry was 
from both the united kingdom and the conti- 
nent, and the day's business was estimated 
at 70 loads, or 560,000 bu, of which the greater 
part was Manitoba and durum. One of the 
leading local export houses confirmed 820,000 
bu, including 160,000 bu Manitoba and the 
game quantity of durum wheat. Winnipeg 
wired that there was a fair quantity worked 


there for export. New York wired: “We 
can now confirm 23 leads Manitoba from 
New York, and 20 loads durum from outports, 
both for opening of navigation.” New York 
cables reported that nine cargoes and 8 par- 
cel lots of’ wheat had been sold at London 
yesterday. English cables also reported a 
keen demand for wheat from the continent. 


** Without serious damage to the wheat crop 
of 1907 the outlook for any enhancement in 
future prices is gloomy,” said J. F. Jackson. 
*“*It will take a shrinkage of 75,000,000 bu to 
100,000,000 bu in this year’s crop as compared 
to last year’s to even hold wheat at its pres- 
ent level. The surplus which will be carried 
over from the 1906 crop will offset any ma- 
terial damage, and should the curtailment 
prove to be insignificant the pressure of the 
1906 crop will be more severe this year than 
last. That large exportable surpluses, even 
when weil disposed of, tend to depress prices 
and not to advance them, has again been 
clearly proven. With Argentina and Canada 
increasing their wheat acreage in excess of 
their population and home consumption, the 
outlook for dollar wheat, which has again 
been so freely predicted, seems remote.” 


The effect of the recent rainfall on the per- 
nicious “green bug”’ is now awaited with a 
great deal of interest by the trade. Thus far 
this spring the “‘ bug " has apparently thrived 
in all kinds of weather, both unseasonabiy; 
not in the early spring and later unusually 
low temperatures. In this respect B. W. 
Snow, the crop expert, said: “ The proba- 
bility of any lessening in the bug activity in 
Kansas is remote. Soaking rains in Okla- 
homa on April 5 were general, and yet one 
week later the crop was practically destroyed 
in sections that still had’ fair promise when 
the rain came. Cold and wet weather do not 
affect the bugs, but do check the develop- 
ment of their natural enemies.” The field 
of operations of the “, bugs "’ was reported to 
be spreading in southern IlHnois and in Ne- 
braska. 

Precipitations over many sections of the 
winter wheat belt allayed fears of drought 
for the time being, and in spite of scattered 
complaints from isolated sections, which ap- 
peared to have been missed in the general 
wetting, the consensus of reports seemed to 
indicate that the crop is now in good shape, 
so far as moisture can make it. In the west~- 
ern half of Kansas, in the semi-arid belt, 
rains sufficient to carry the crop along for at 
least another two weeks were reported. In 
the northwest conditions were not as favor- 
able, the weather in m&ny sections being cold 
and unseasonable, with an excess of moisture 
delaying seeding operations. 

Indiana millers do not expect to see any 
shortage in this year’s crop of wheat, or any 
increased demand for cash wheat for several 
months. A letter to ReQua Bros. from a 
miller at Seymour, Ind., said that they were 
well supplied with wheat, and would not need 
to come to this market for stocks before har- 
vest. _They are receiving liberal shipments 
from their country stations, and have good 
stocks on hand and In transit. Astothecon- 
dition of crops, the [etter stated that their 
reports were generally: of a favorable char- 
aster, and that with seasonably warm 
weather Indiana would have as much wheat 
this year as last. 

Argentine wheat shipments this week wil! 
be the largest on record if the estimate of 
5,200,000 bu is correct. Last week the exports 
were 4,448,000 bu, and a year ago 3,248,000 bu. 
Corn shipments are estimated at 40,000 bu, 
against 414,000 bu a year ago.

NEW LOW RECORD FOR SEARS- 
ROEBUCK PREFERRED. 


Individual Holders of This Stock 
Seemingly Dissatisfied, “ Although 
Earnings Are Reported to Be Ex- 
ceptionally Good—British Financial 
Writer Says London Buying Saved 
Wall Street from Second Panic Fol- 
lowing That of March 13 and i4. 


Sears-Roebuck preferred had another fall 
in the local market yesterday. The stock 
made a new low record at 88%. There was 
not much doing. Apparently individual sub- 
scribers to this stock, which was offered in 
New York and Chicago at 974%, are becom- 
ing dissatisfied with their investment. This 
apparently is true because of market quota- 
tions. So far as statements of earnings go, 
they are exceptionally good, as issued from 
the financial headquarters of the company 
in New York. 

' Swift & Co. shares were steady around 
106. The trading has shown a considerable 
falling off. 

The street railroad issues were neglected. 
There were no sales in either West or North 
Chicago. Union Traction common was weak 
on a few transactions. 

In the bond department Commonwealth 
Electric 5s sold at 101%. This is an advance 
of 1% points over quotations obtainihg be- 
fore the municipal election: Other bond 
issues were steady. 


London Saved New YorkP 
W. R. Lawson, the London financial writer,

If, instead 
of four small fatflures in this market, there 
had been, as was actually expected, half a 
dozen important ones, Wall street would 
probably have gone to pieces. But of all the 
stocks specially indebted to London, the most 
Prominent was Canadian Pacific. In the 
early part of March it was poured out simul- 
taneously by New York, Montreal, and Ber- 
lin. Some days it was almost unsalable in 
those markets, and thousands of shares had 
to be sent over here. 

“It was the English investor who stood in 
the breach and absorbed ‘ Canadas ’ in emall 
lots. Special certificates had to be obtained 
from New York, split into five shares or less— 
an unheard of thing. These smal] certifi- 
cates command premiums of 2 or 8 points, 
so keen is the demand for them. Thanks 
to this the recovéry in ‘ Canadas’ was rapid 
and the heavy loss they suffered in the first 
of the month was nearly wiped out before the 
end of it.” 


New Class of Bond Purchasers. 


John E. Blunt, manager of the bond de- 
partment of the Mgrchants’ Loan & Trust 
company, finds a new class of investors in 
the bond market. He said: 

“While the market for railroad bonds is 
far from satisfactory, the development along 
other lines has been particularly encourag- 
ing. Up to about a year ago from 4 to 41, 
per cent was about all we could offer to in- 
vestors on bonds which we felt like recom- 
mending; occasionally we would get hold of 
a 5 per cent iseue, but not often. At the 
present time there is no difficulty in procuring 
bonds netting from 5 to 5% per cent ‘which 
we consider safe. The higher r&tes have at- 
tracted a new Class of investors—people who 
have heretofore been obliged t buy mort- 

ages in order to get the rate desired; and, 

rhile the average purchases are small, they 
amount to considerable in the aggregate.”’ 


Baltimore and Ohio’s Poor Showing. 

Speaking of the decreasé in gross and the 
large decrease in net of the Baltimore and 
Ohio for the fhonth of March, President A. 
G. Murray said: 

“It will be recalled that the road suffere?

Kalamazoo, Lake Shore and Chicago 
Expected to Afford Reduced Rates toe 
the Peninsula. 


Chicago is to have a new route to the Michf- 
gan peninsula, via South Haven and the 
Kalamazoo, Lake Shore & Chicago, a new 
railroad incorporated on Jan. 15, and owned 
by stockholders who own steamers of the 
Chicago & South Haven line. The new line 
will give Chicago a route to Kalamazoo com- 
petitive with the Michigan Central, which 
heretofore had a practical monopoly of the 
business. It will open for travel today. 

The line consists of a new road between 
Kalamazoo and Lawton, Mich., built by own- 
ers of the steamship line. From Lawton te 
South Haven the route will be over the old 
South Haven & Eastern road, which has 
formed a part of the Pére Marquette system 
and was leased to the new company for 
twenty-five years. 

The new road will operate in connection 
with the Pére Marquette and Michigan Cent- 
ral and afford a differential route to Detroit. 
It may be possible to make some of the more 
important towns between South Haven and 
Detroit at a much lower rate than is now in 
force. The new line also will prove a big 
advantage in transporting small fruits. 

The Erie railroad started a train of twenty- 
six cars from Jersey City yesterday morning 
loaded with 234,000 phonographs. The train 
will arrive in Chicago Sunday morning. The 
talking machines will be distributed in all 
states between the Mississippi river and the 
Pacific ocean. 


WILL STOP STOCKADE TRAINS, 


Wabash Railway, Following Bookmak- 
ers’ Withdrawal, Tells Indiana Of- 
ficial Excursions Will Cease.

Following the determination of the Deare 
born park bookmakers to cease operationsig 
the Indfana stockade Attorney General Bing- 
ham returned to his office in Indianapolis yes- 
terday aftera visit to Lake county. He found 
at his office a letter from the attorneys af the 
Wabash railway company saying that the 
railway would not operate gambiers’ excure 
sions to Dearborn park further. 

The letter followed the announcement by 
the attorney general that he would begim 
proceedings to vacate the charter of the rail- 
road if the gambling trains were not stopped, 

According to the attorney general the 
gambling problem is solved, and he feels that 
the conviction of the men under arrest and 
the destruction of the stockade will be a bar 
to further bookmaking operations.
